•■1  the  Cnitcd  Kingdom,  via  Torres  Straits.  In  ISlKt  another  line  of  communication  with  the  United  Kingdom  was 
nugotafieJ  by  the  Canadian-Austialiao  line  of  steamers  running  to  Vancouver,  British  Columbia.

Direct  Commonicatlon  with  France,  Belginm,  and  Oerxnuiy.— Communi  ition  was  established  between 
France  and  the  Colonies  in  18S3  by  the  mail -steamers  of  the  Ifessagcries  Maritimes  Compai.y.  In  1887  the  Norddeutscher 
Lloyd  line  of  mail  steamers  commenced  running  between  Germany,  Italy,  and  Australia;  and  in  the  latter  |>art  of 
1888  the  German-Australian  line  of  cargo-steamers  opened  up  further  communication  with  the  wool-exporting  cities  of 
Australia  and  the  ports  of  Antwerp  and  Hamburg.  In  addition  to  these,  several  lines  of  steam  and  sailing  vessels,  under 
the  British  flif^,  run  direct  to  Dunkirk  and  Antwerp,  noUbly  the  **  Gulf,"  •*  Lund,"  ••  Port,"  and  ••  White  Star  *"  lines.  Larj^e 
cargoes  are  also  sent  away  by  "  ocean  tramps,"  chiefly  British,  which  make  occasional  visits  to  Australiah  ports. 
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No.  13.— DIRECTION  OF  TONNAGE.— Vessels  ENTERED  under  British 
and  Foreign  Flags  at  EACH  PORT,  1894. 

Xoiraj  Bivor. — Considerable  numbers  of  vessels  are  engaged  on  this  river.  Commencing:  at  Albury,  situated  at 
the  pmcticol  head  ot  navigation,  the  stations,  in  topographical  order  westward,  are :— Howlong,  Corowa,  Mulwala, 
Cobram.  Tocumwal,  Moama,  Swan  Hill,  Euston,  and  Wentworth.  With  the  exceptions  of  Euston  and  Wentworth, 
th«  tnMte  at  these  stations  is  carried  on  exclusively  with  Victoria.  From  Albury  to  the  South  Australian  Border  the 
length  of  the  Murray  River  is  1,100  miles.  Wentworth  (N.S.W.).  the  chief  station  for  traffic  by  water,  is  situated  at  the 
ooaffueoce  of  the  Murra}'  and  Darling  Riveis.  At  Albury,  Howlong,  Corowa,  Mulwala,  and  Moama,  bridges  connect  the 
flattons  with  Victoria.  There  are  bridges  at  Tintaldra  and  JingeTlic ;  others  are  in  course  of  construction  at  Hawk's 
Mew  and  Toctmiwal.  At  crossing  placHSS  where  no  Customs  officers  are  stationed  the  Police  collect  the  Customs  Revenue 
and  forward  the  returns  to  the  nearest  Custom  House.  No  "  clearances "  arc  recorded  at  Moama,  as  all  ves^s  *' entered" 
at  thU  station  are  "cleared"  either  at  Swan  Hill,  Euston  or  Wentworth.  For  trade  returns  of  Murray  River  stations,

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No.  18.— Vessels  EXAMINED  under  the  provisions  of  the  QUARANTINE 

ACTS,  1893-4. 

Qianntilie.— The  Board  of  Health,  which  at  present  consists  of  eleven  members,  has  entire  control  of  all  matters 
ApfWrtiuniiiK  to  h^th  and  quarantine.  By  the  provisions  of  the  (Quarantine  Law  Amendment  Act  of  1894  (58  Vic.  No.  2)  the 
Vwafltinc  Act«,  which  were  only  applicable  to  Port  Jackson,  are  extended  to  all  other  ports  of  New  South  Wales.  In  the 
jmt  iiSH,  proclamations  agxdnst  Mauritius  and  Colombo  were  rescinded.  Proclamations  under  the  (Quarantine  Acts 
wrro  in  force  affainst  vessels  arri^imt  from  China  and  Hong  Kong,  and  the  East  Coast  of  South  America,  but  none  were 
iMOol  There  is  onlv  one  quarantine  station,  which  is  situated  at  North  Head,  Port  Jackson,  and  is  considered  one  of  the 
most  oocnpletely  equipped  stations  in  the  world.  Separate  quarantine  stations  have  been  established  for  foreicrn  live  stock  at 
Bradley'*  Head  and  Shark  Island,  Port  Jackson,  and  also  at  Newcastle,  there  is  in  addition  one  for  intercolonial  stock  at 
lUndwick.    The  quaraotine  laws  relating  to  live  stock  arc  administered  by  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Agriculture.

Imperial  Passengers'  Acts  (18  &  19  Vic,  Cap.  119,  and  26  ft  27  Vic,  Cap.  61).— The  Board  of  Health  is  solely 
rempcmabli  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Imperial  Passengers'  Act*,  the  provisions  of  which  apply  to  vessels  carrying  moie 
llian  60  imwengers  on  voyages  over  400  miles  from  any  port  within  the  British  Empire.  Until  recently  the  proclamation  of 
1834  *aji  in  force,  which  defined  the  duration  of  voyage,  dietary  scale,  &c.  This  has  now  been  superseded  by  one  made  in  1891, 
whicb  hm  been  drafted  more  in  accordance  with  Uie  present  conditions  of  shipping. 

pieea.— The  fees  for  each  inspection  under  the  imperial  Passengers  Acts  are  £2  28.  for  the  Murine  Surveyor,  and  £1  Is. 
for  the  lledlcal  Inspector.    These  fees  are  collected  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  paid  to  the  officers  naiucd. 


No.  19.— GOVERNMENT   SHIPPING  OFFICES— Sydney  and  Newcastle. 

Act  relating  to  Merchant  Seamen.— The  Seamen's  Laws  Consolidation  Act  of  1864  (27  Vic  No.  13)  applies  only  to 
vettcl*  rrgistcred  in  the  Colony  ;  British  vessels  registered  elsewhere  arriving  in  New  South  Wales  are  subject  to  the  Imperial 
Merchant  Shipping  Act  of  1854  (17  and  18  Vic,  cap.  101).  Shippuig  Offices  are  established  at  Sydney  and  Newc:;stle,  the 
I«asini3«  at  the  other  porta  l>eing  undertaken  by  the  local  Customs  Officers.  The  Seamen's  Laws  Consolidatiru  Act  (27 
Vic.  "So.  IS)  ftrovides  for  the  engaging  and  discharging  of  seamen,  and  for  the  enforcement  of  various  )>enalties  for  breaches 
«^  the  Act.  It  defines  the  mode  of  procedure  between  ma<iter  and  seamen  as  regards  wages  and  provisions,  and  requires 
the  ahiraaa«ter  to  notify  to  the  Shipping  Office  all  engagements  and  dischanres  of  seamen. 

Poreign  Vessels.— Shipping  business  with  foreign  vessels  is  transacted  at  the  offices  of  the  Consuls  representing  the 
■yontries  to  which  the  vessels  belong. ^_

(From  South  to  North,) 

The  Marine  Board  of  Vew  Sontll  Wales  was  inoorporated  under  the  Naviiration  Act  of  1871  (35  Vie.  No,  7). 
Amt;ndin>r  Acts,  however,  have  been  attached  since  that  date.  Tlie  Board  consists  of  seven  Wardtnt,  four  of  whom,  indodhij; 
the  President,  are  appointed  by  the  Government,  and  three  are  elected  by  the  re^iiiitercd  owners  of  shipping  of  tx>t  lou 
than  100  tons.  For  the  position  of  an  elective  Warden  it  is  necessary  to  possets  the  qualiAcation  of  being  a  registered  owner 
of  not  less  than  250  tons  of  shippintr.  The  elections  take  place  triennially,  the  fip»t  one  held  bcinjf  in  lb72.  Providon  hss 
been  made  for  the  creation  of  local  Marine  Boards  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Marine  Board  of  New  South  Wales,  one 
of  these  Boards  has  been  established  for  Newcastle,  but  the  Marine  Board  of  New  South  Wales  has  direct  coutrol  where\u 
local  Trusts  arc  not  in  existence. 

Juriadietion. — The  Board,  in  shipping  transactions  of  a  general  nature,  acts  In  conjunction  tiith  the  London  Board  of 
Trade,  and  has  jurisdiction  over  all  British  ships,  as  defined  in  the  luipcrial  Mercliant  Shippintc  Act  of  1854  (17  and  18  Vie, 
cap.  104).  It  supervises  aU  matters  relating  to  steam  navigation,  and  transactions  in  connection  with  the  issue,  suspemion, 
or  cancellation  of  certificates  of  competency  and  service,  the  framing  of  harbour  regulations,  the  preservation  of  porta, 
harbours,  rivers,  &c.,  the  licensing,  appointment,  and  removal  of  pilots,  the  regulation  of  lighthouses,  lights,  and  ri^er-marlu, 
moorings,  licenses  to  lighters,  waterman's,  sleam  ferry,  and  other  boats,  harbour  and  river  steamers,  &c. 

Wollongong  Harbour  Trnat.— I'nder  the  authority  of  the  Wollongong  Harbour  Trust  Act,  1839  (53  Vic  No.  19X 
the  full  management  and  control  of  the  port  of  Wollongong  have  been  vested  in  twelve  Commissioners,  who  act  independently 
of  any  other  body.    For  particulars  of  this  Trust  see  part  "  Lood  Government,"  page  845.

Kaintenance,  Lights  and  LighthonseB  on  Coast  of  Vew  South  Wales.—The  total  amount  paid  for  Salaries 
during  1894  was  £12,745  ;  for  Repairs  and  Stores,  £1.069 ;  or  a  total  of  £13.814  for  maintenance. 

Lighthouses  of  other  Colonies  Subsidised.— Up  to  the  year  1892  an  annual  amount  was  paid  by  the  New  Sooth 
Wales  Government  towards  the  maintenance  of  lighthouses  at  Wilson's  Promontoi^  and  Gabo  Island,  Victoria,  but  this 
subsidy  has  now  been  discontinued.  During  1893  New  South  Wales  contributed  £533  towards  the  maintenance  of  light- 
houses  at  King's  Island  and  the  Kent  Group  of  Islands,  the  control  of  which  is  under  the  Government  of  Tasmania.  In 
1805  the  subsidy  of  £510  was  paid  for  the  service  of  year  1894,  and  during  November,  1895,  a  sum  of  £232  was  granted  for 
the  first  six  months  of  that  year. 

Life-boats  and  Life-saying  Appliancei.— There  are  only  two  Life-boats  proper  on  the  coast  of  New  South  W*ales, 
one  being  at  Sydney  and  the  other  at  Newcastle.  The  steam  tugs  subsidised  by  the  Marine  Board  at  the  ports  and  rivers 
(see  Table  No.  27)  are.  however,  available  for  the  purpose  of  giving  assistance  to  vessels  in  distress ;  and  there  is  a  Government 
pilot  steamer  at  Svdney,  in  addition  to  which  all  the  whaleboats  at  the  various  nllot-stations  are  fitted  with  cork  lininffs,ftc., 
and  have  rendered  excellent  service  in  saving  life.  Life-saving  appliances  are  also  keiit  at  Richmond  River,  Clarence  Biver, 
Madeay  River,  Trial  Bay,  Port  Macquarie,  Manning  River,  Newcastle,  Sydney.  Wollongong.  Kiama,  Shoalhaven,  and 
Twofold  Bay. 
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So.  24.^WR£CES  and  DISASTERS  to  Shipping  within  the  Jurisdiction  of 

New  South  Wales,  1894. 

Inquiries  by  Marine  Board.— in  addition  to  the  casualties  to  shipping  shown  below,  there  was  one  vessel — 
the  Woolton— loat  at  sea.  Daring  1804  twenty-eight  Inquiries  were  held,  of  which  twenty  were  heard  by  the  Marine 
Boanl  at  Sydney,  and  eight  by  the  local  Marine  Board  at  Newcastle.  Fourteen  masters  were  examined  for  loss  of  vessels, 
elercn  of  whom  were  exonerated,  two  had  their  certificates  suspended  for  three  and  six  months  respectively,  and  one 
niMt«r  was  censured.  During  the  same  period  five  Inquiries  relating  to  collisions  were  held.  Three  masters  (two  at  one 
inquiry)  were  reprimanded,  one  suspended,  and  two  exonerated.  Four  inquiries  were  held  into  the  grounding  of  vessels,, 
all  of  the  masters  of  which  were  exonerated.  One  inquiry  was  held  into  the  burning  of  a  steamer's  boiler.  The  engineer'a- 
oertiilcate  was  saspended  for  three  months.

Master.  -To  obtain  a  roaster's  Forei|?n -going  certiflcate.  it  is  necessary  that  the  candidate  should  be  at  least  21  yean 
of  age,  and  have  served  six  years  at  sea.  For  the  coast  trade  the  minbuum  age  is  20  years,  and  the  service  at  sea  four  years, 
one  year  of  which  must  have  been  as  mate. 

Mate.— To  obtain  a  mate's  Foreign-going  certificate  a  first  mate  must  be  at  least  10  years  of  age,  and  have  serred 
five  years  at  sea,  one  year  of  which  must  have  been  as  second  mate.  For  position  of  "  only"  mAte  the  candidate  must  be  at 
least  10  years  of  age,  and  have  served  five  years  at  sea.  For  second  mate  the  minimum  age  Is  fixed  at  17  years,  and  tha 
serxice  at  sea  four  yean.    For  the  coast  trade  a  mate  must  be  at  least  19  yea.n  of  ago,  and  have  served  three  y«ir"  at  sea. 

Engineer.— A  candidate  for  a  first-class  certiflcate  of  competency  or  service  must  be  at  least  22  yean  of  age,  and 
for  the  second  and  third-class  certificates  the  minimum  age  is  fixed  at  21  years. 

Marine  Snrreyor.— Certificates  of  Competency  are  issued  to  those  who  can  pass,  or  have  passed,  the  examinatiooa 
necessary  for  an  extra  first -class  engineer's  certificate,  or  to  master  mariners  who  have  been  in  command  of  foreign-going 
ships  for  not  less  than  five  years,  or  these  who  are  in  possession  of  extra  master's  certiticates.  Certificates  of  Service  are 
issued  to  persons  who  have  served  as  Marine  Siurveyorsln  ^y  part  of  New  South  Wales  for  three  years  prior  to  18j*1. 

Pilot.— Appointments  to  ihe  Pilot  service  are  made  by  the  Marine  Board,  and  all  pilots  are  Oovemnicnt  otDrers.  At 
Sydney  there  is  a  Government  pilot  steamer  and  five  pilots,  six  pilots  are  stationed  at  Nett-costle,  and  fourteen  are  in  chai^ 
of  the  various  out- stations. 

Pilotage.— Certificates  may  be  granted  to  masters  of  both  British  and  Foreign  ships  on  passing  the  neoeestrr 
examination,  provided  they  have  been  three  times  in  and  out  of  port  with  their  vessels  as  masters  or  watch-keepinc  ofHoersi. 

Pilot  Dnes.— Captains  of  vessels  of  any  nationality  who  have  obtained  exemption  certificates  are  not  Uable  for 
pilot  dues. 

Examinations  by  Marine  Board.— Complete  information  relating  to  examinations  for  certificates  is  gi\  en  in  ^ 
handbook  issued  by  the  Marine  Board.

The  maximum  rate  for  ordinary 
towing  is  fixed  at  4d.  per  registered  ton  with  a  minimum  of  £1  lOs.  iJisputes  arlifing  with  rc**f»ect  to  special  service*  must 
be  settled  by  arbitration.  The  masters  of  tugs  are  required  to  take  pilots  off  to  vessels  signalling  for  services  of  a  pilot.  The 
sum  of  £7,225  was  paid  by  the  Mart ne  Boartl  as  Government  subsidy  during  the  y earj 80 4.

Bonding  WarehonBes.— Under  the  authority  of  the  Customs  Regulation  Act  of  1879.  License  Fees  are  coDeeted  es 
Bonding  Warehouses.  For  every  warehouse  with  a  storage  capacity  of  50  taoB  and  under  an  annual  fee  of  £50  is  imposed, 
and  for  every  additional  10  tons,  £1 ;  the  maximum  fee,  however,  is  fixed  at  £300.  The  amount  of  license  ftes  ooUeoled 
during  1894  wo-h  £10,146.  In  addition,  the  warehouse-keepers  give  security,  by  bond  or  otherwise,  for  goods  wanboosed. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act.  489  licenses  to  cany  dutiable  goods  were  issued  to  the  end  of  UM.  Ko  fee  is 
attached  to  the  license,  but  the  licensee  is  obliged  to  enter  into  a  conditional  bond.

Ist  January  to  80th  June  (HALF-TEAB),  1895. 

Estimfttei  of  Probable  Expenditure,  Ways  and  Means,  and  Appropriation  Act.~Prior  to  the  Budget  or 
Financial  Statement  being  delivered,  the  "  Estimates  of  the  Probable  Expenditure"  from  Consolidated  Revenue,  are  submitted 
to  the  Legislative  Assembly  under  the  provisions  of  the  54th  clause  of  the  Constitution  Act  When  the  Treasurer  desires  to 
gnbmit  his  Budget,  the  usual  practice  is  that  the  House  resolves  itself  into  a  "  Committee  of  Supply,"  and  votes  an  item  of 
expenditure,  after  which  the  House  resolves  itself  into  a  "  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means.**  to  cover  the  supply  voted,  and 
In  moving  the  necetsaiy  formal  resolution,  the  Treasurer  delivers  his  Budget  or  Financial  Statement  Subsequently  the 
Fetimatf-ln-Chief,  Supplementaiy  Estimates,  Additional  Estimates,  and  any  other  estimates  for  appropriations  from 
Revenue  are  oonsidered  as  opportunities  occur,  until  the  whole  are  disposed  of,  and  having  been  covered  by  votes  in  "  Com- 
mittee of  Ways  and  Means,"  an  Appropriation  Bill  is  then  introduced,  and,  if  passed,  is  transmitted  to  the  Legislative  Council 
for  ooncorrenoe,  and,  if  agreed  to,  it  is  then  returned  to  the  Spealcer  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  in  whose  custody  it 
remains  until  the  dose  of  the  teesion  (imless  he  is  previously  authorised  by  a  resolution  of  the  Assembly  to  present  it  to  the 
Ooravor  for  assentX  when,  immediately  prior  to  the  prorogation,  it  is  by  him  pifesented  to  the  Governor  for  assent,  after 
which  it  becomes  the  "  Appropriation  Act"  for  the  year  for  which  the  supply  was  granted. 

Supply  covered  1^  Appropriation  Aet.— Under  the  Annual  Appropriation  Act,  the  sums  necessary  for  the 
administanttion  of  the  Executive  and  Legislature,  and  the  nine  Ministerial  Departments  are  appropriated.  There  is,  however, 
a  ooosidermble yearly  expenditure  under  "Special  or  Permanent  Appropriations,"  which  is  authorised  under  various  Acts 
(see  page  821),  and  consequently  forms  a  yearly  primary  charge  on  the  Consolidated  Revenue. 

Tsmporaxy  Supply  Bills.— When  the  Appropriation  Act  providing  for  the  annual  expenditure  from  Consolidated 
Berenne  does  not  become  law  till  after  the  commencement  of  the  year  for  which  the  supplies  were  required,  or  when  pay- 
ments tor  urgent  services  not  authorised  by  law  are  found  necessary.  Temporary  Supply  Bills  to  meet  current  needs  are  passed. 
Under  the  Annual  Appropriation  Act,  no  authority  is  given  to  advance  money  from  Revenue  in  anticipation  of  Loan  Votes, 
but  provision  for  sucn  expenditure  may  be  made  in  the  Temporary  Supply  Bills.  During  the  ten  yean  ending  with  1695, 
Temporarj  Supply  Bills  have  been  passed  in  every  year  but  three  (1890, 1891,  and  1895). 

Cluui^  of  Financial  Tear.— On  let  July,  1895  a  new  financial  year  was  inaugurated,  and  from  that  date  each 
I  year  will  commence  on  1st  July  of  one  year  and  end  on  30th  June  of  the  year  following.

No.  3)  was  passed  in  1880,  and  provided  for  the  imposition  of  datic» 
from  the  Ist  July  of  the  same  year.  In  1886  an  amendment  was  attached,  under  Act  50  Vic.  No.  10,  which  caoM  into 
operation  on  31st  Augrust  of  that  year.  It  provides  for  a  graduated  scale  of  duties  on  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  in  hen 
of  the  1  iKjr  cent,  grenerol  rate.  The  clasxiflcation  is  as  follows  :— Where  the  value  of  the  estate  is  under  £5,000,  1  per 
cent.;  £5,000  and  under  £12,500,  2  per  cent;  £12,500  and  under  £25,000,  8  per  cent.;  £25,000  and  under  £50.000,  4  per  cent.; 
over  £50,000,  5  per  cent    No  Succession  Duties  are  enforced. 

^Estates  under  the  Value  of  £200  gross  exempt.— Under  the  provisions  of  the  Probate  Act  of  1S90  Amendment 
Act  (50  Vic.  No.  30)  passed  in  1893,  no  stamp  duty  can  be  levied  on  estates  under  the  value  of  £200  groas,  with  the  exonlioo 
of  Settlements.  The  estates  during  1893  and  1894  numbered  254  and  538,  valued  at  £23,005  and  £49,500,  respectirtsly.  Tboe 
values  have  been  included  in  the  total  values  shown  for  Probate  and  Letters  of  Administration. 

Exemptions.— There  arc  several  exemptions  to  Stamp  Duties,  a  complete  list  of  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  o( 
the  ••  Stamp  Duties  Act  of  1880."

each  year,  1885-91. 

Accumulated  Surplus  of  1882  and  previous  years.—At  the  end  of  1877  the  "AoeamulAtod  Sarplas,**  after  aH 
Oatstandlng  Liabilitiee  up  to  that  date  had  been  met,  amounted  to  £2,509,870.  The  Revenue  for  1878, 1879,  and  1880,  wat 
not  Bufflcient  to  meet  the  money  appropriated  and  apent  in  those  years,  so  that  the  balaneeat  dose  of  1880,  after  all  HabiBties 
had  been  met,  vtm  reduced  to  £1,896,829.  The  surpluses  of  1881  and  1882  however  faicreased  the  fund  to  £4,421,163  at  tha 
end  of  the  latter  year.  Between  1882  and  1885  considerable  sums  were  spent  out  of  the  Accumulated  Sorplos  under  apecU 
appropriations  and  otherwise,  with  the  result  that  this  fund  became  practically  exhausted  at  the  end  of  I1I8&.

Until  188S  the  Government  had,  therefore,  a  reserve  fund  to  meet  any  revenue  < 
arising,  but  from  1883  no  further  assistance  could  be  obtained  from  this  source.

No.  21.— LOAN  APPROPRIATION—"  Loan  Act  of  1894." 

Appropriation  of  Loans.— when  it  is  propoeed  to  carry  out  any  Public  Works  or  Services  with  borrowed  moncj  la 
estimate  of  the  probable  cost  is  pre)iared  and  introduced  to  the  Legrislative  Assembly  in  the  ordinar>'  way,  by  nieesaire  troci 
the  Governor.  The  Estimates  are  then  referred  to  the  "Committee  of  Supply,"  and  dealt  wiih  in  the  same  manner  ai  the 
Estimates  from  Revenue  Proper.    A  Bill,  however,  must  be  passed  giving  authority  to  borrow  the  money  required. 

Loan  or  Seyenne  Appropriations  for  Works  or  Services  ezeeedinff  £30,000.— If  any  proposed  work(cxecpft 
Military  and  Naval  Defence  Works  and  Maintenance  Works  for  Railways)  is  estimated  to  cost  a  sum  exceedinjr  £20,000,  iti« 
dealt  with  under  the  "  Public  Works  Act  of  1888."  The  proposed  work  is  submitted  and  explained  by  the  Minister  to  tke 
Assembly  (as  prescribed  by  section  13  of  the  Act),  and  by  a  resolution  of  the  House  it  is  rnerred  to  the  **  ParUaBMntsiy 
Standing  Ck>mniittee  on  Public  Works  "  for  a  report  thereon.  After  such  report,  the  Assembly  by  resolution  declares  cither 
that  it  is  expedient,  or  that  it  is  not  expedient,  to  cariy  out  the  proposed  work,  or  it  may  be  remitted  for  further  c(«aidsB- 
tion  to  the  Committee.  On  approval,  the  Minister  introduces  a  separate  Bill  to  sancuon  the  carrying  out  of  c*di  of  waA 
works,  which  is  dealt  with  in  the  usual  way,  and  on  becoming  law  the  authorisation  of  the  work  Is  aiwolute. 

Parliamentary  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Works. -Under  the  provisions  of  the  "  Public  Works  Act  of 
1888"  (51  Vic.  No.  37,  as  amended  by  52  Tic.  No.  26,  and  53  Vic.  No.  11)  a  Parliamentary  Standing  Committee  on  Public 
Works  is  appointed  during  the  first  session  of  each  Parliament  Its  functions  are  to  report  to  Parliament  upon  propotili 
for,  and  the  carrying  out  of,  public  works,  except  those  connected  with  the  Militaiy  and  Naval  Defence  of  the  OolQoy  and 
works  constructed  under  the  "  Ctovemment  Railways  Act  of  1888."  The  Committee  consists  of  thirteen  Memben  of 
Parliament,  five  of  whom  are  chosen  from  the  Legislative  Council  and  eight  from  the  Legislative  Assembly.  The  OomnuttK 
confines  its  investigations  to  works  estimated  to  cost  over  £20,000,  whether  the  proposed  expenditure  is  from  Loam  cr 
Consolidated  Revenue ;  at  or  under  this  amount  Parliamentary  sanction  is  obtained  for  the  expenditure  without  i  ' 
to  the  Committee.    During  18M  the  remuneration  paid  to  members  of  the  Committee  was  £4,200.

BrftncllM  of  Soyal  Mint.— The  Sydney  and  Melbourne  Branches  of  the  Royal  Hint  are  the  only  onea  in  existence  In 
the  Briliih  Poneaaiona,  the  Mints  at  Calcutta  and  Bombay  being  established  on  a  different  basis.  The  Sydney  Branch  was 
opened  oo  14th  May,  1855,  and  that  of  Melbourne  on  12th  June,  1872.  Gold  only  is  coined  in  the  Branch  Mints,  the  silver 
sod  bronae  coin  reqidred  for  circulation  in  the  Australasian  Colonies  being  obtained  from  the  London  Mint.  The  expendi« 
Van  o£  the  Colonial  establishments  is  borne  by  the  respective  Governments,  the  amount  granted  annually  to  the  Sydney 
Mfait  by  New  South  Wales  being  £15,000 ;  this  amount,  nowever,  is  refunded  to  the  Qovemment  imder  the  head  of  Mint 
Beceipts.

No.  5.-SAVINGS  BANK  OF  NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

The  SavixigTB  Bank  of  Hew  South  Wales  was  esUbliahed  under  Act  2  William  IV  Ko.  13,  in  1882.  The  Act 
provided  that  the  Governor  should  be  President,  and  the  nuuiagrement  be  vested  in  nine  trustees,  one  of  whom  m-as  to  be 
vice*president.— Under  an  amending  Act,  passed  in  1853,  the  number  of  trustees  was  not  allowed  to  exceed  eighteen,  but  Um 
trustees  were  to  nominate  a  managing  trustee,  who,  if  not  already  a  trustee,  became  one  by  virtue  of  his  office.  A  further 
Act  was  passed  in  1862  termed  the  Savings  Bank  Consolidation  Act.

Benefit  BttUding  and  Investment  Societies.— The;e  societies  are  registered  under  the  Friendly  Societies*  Act  of 
W73  (S7  Vic  No.  4),  which  repealed  the  former  atatuteti  relating  to  the  societies,  vii. :— 7  Vic.  No.  10, 11  Vic.  Nos.  10  and  68, 
14  Vio.  No.  11,  17  Vic.  No.  26,  and  29  Vic.  No.  8.  Under  the  proviaions  of  the  existing  Act  any  number  of  persons  may 
form  theniselves  into,  and  establish  societies  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  by  subscription  to  enable  members  to  erect 
or  purchase  dwellings,  &c,  which  must  be  secured  to  the  society  by  mortgage  until  the  amount  of  shares  has  been  fully 
paid.

The  Weights  and  Measures  Act  (16  Vic.  No.  34),  which  was  passed  in  December,  1852,  re]>ealed  the  original  Act  (8  Wm. 
nr.  No.  4X  Under  the  provisions  of  the  existing  Act,  the  standard  Imperial  Weights  and  Measures  of  Great  Rritain  are 
dedared  to  be  the  standards  for  New  South  Wales.  The  Act  also  provides  that  all  articles  sold  by  weight  must  be  sold  by 
AToirdupois.  except  gold,  silver,  platina,  diamonds,  or  other  precious  stones,  which  are  to  be  sold  by  Troy  weight,  and  drugs, 
v]|3cfa,  irtmi  sold  oy  retail,  may  be  sold  by  Apothecaries'  weight.

Inspectors.- The  inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures  administer  three  Acts,  viz.,  the  Bakerii'  Act  (0  Wm.  IV.  No.  1), 
ttf  Coal  Delivery  Act  (9  Vic.  No.  8),  and  the  Weights  and  Measures'  Act  (16  Vic.  No.  34).    In  the  country  districts  the 
inp^etorsare  appointed  by  the  local  Magistrates,  the  persons  selected  being  generally  Sergeants  of  Police.

No.  2.— LAND  SALES  during  1894. 

Land  Laws.- -The  body  of  the  existini^  law  is  contained  in  the  Crown  Lands  Act  of  1884  and  the  Supplementan'  Acts 
of  1880  and  1895.  Under  the  1884  Act  the  Colony  was  divided  into  three  grreat  territorial  di\i8ions— Eastern,  Centnl, 
and  Western,  the  boundaries  of  which,  however,  were  amended  by  Ocvemment  QatetU  notice  in  Aujrust,  1885.  The 
Eastern  Division  covers  an  area  of  60,452,000  acres,  the  C-entral  55.460,000  acres,  and  the  Western  70,970,000  acres.  The 
boiindaries  of  the  141  counties  existing  were  not  altered.  Under  the  same  Act  provision  !!vas  made  for  each  of  the  three 
divisions  to  be  divided  into  Land  Board  Districts,  and  these  again  to  he  sub-divided  into  Land  Districts.  The  number  of 
the  former  at  the  end  of  1894  was  14  and  the  latter  103.

AGBICULTUSAL  COLLKE  BZPXRDIEHTAL  FABM8  AVD  VUBSEBT. 

Hawkesbnry  Agrienltiiral  College  and  Farm.— The  buildings  and  furnishings  of  this  CoUego  and  Farm,  now  in 
their  fourth  year  of  existence,  are  approaching  completion.  At  present  the  buildings  occupied  by  the  students  are  remote 
from  the  operations  of  the  farm.  During  18M  there  were  65  studento  enrolled,  one  being  non-resident,  and  16  were  awarded 
the  Ck)llege  diploma,  which  is  accompanied  by  the  "  Burdekin"  modal,  founded  by  Mr.  l^ney  Burdekin.  The  Minister's 
and  the  Principal's  prises  (gokl  medals),  as  well  as  book  prises  for  various  subjects,  are  awarded  annually.  Theoretical  and 
practical  instruction  is  afforded  by  experts  in  every  branch  of  aniculture,  and  experimental  work  is  carried  on  with  cereal 
and  other  crops,  fertilisers,  the  analyses  of  soils,  dishorning  and  spaying  of  cattle,  etc.  The  live  stock  belonging  to  the  farm 
and  college  during  18M  consisted  of  27  horses,  12  bullocks,  242  dairy  cattle,  S6  pigs,  and  15  sheep.  The  principal  operations

An  orchard  80  acres  in  extent,  and  a  vinej-ard  of  10  acres  have  been  planted,  and  the  growing  of  plants  for  scents  has  been 
oommenoed.  Daiiriiig  is  carried  on,  the  yield  of  milk  for  1804  being  18,821  gallons.  Instruction  is  given  in  cheese-making, 
general  dairy  work,  and  the  management  of  poultry  and  bees.  The  students  are  also  tiuight  to  kill  and  dress  sheep 
carpentry  and  blacksmith's  work,  fencing,  and  mechanical  trades. 

Mnrmmbldfee  Experimental  Farm.— This  farm  is  situated  near  the  town  of  Wagga  Wagga,  and  although  only 
recently  established,  about  9^  miles  of  boundary  fencing  have  been  erected,  and  the  experimental  paddock  of  about  110  acres  has 
been  enclosed  with  rabbit-proof  wire  netting;  about  76  acres  have  also  been  laid  out  as  orchards  and  vineyards,  and  several 
thousands  of  trees  and  vin^  planted.  There  is  no  natural  water  supply,  but  a  large  tank  has  been  excavated.  Experiments 
have  been  made  with  wheat  (over  40O  varieties  having  been  sown  to  test  their  rust-resisting  capacities),  ryt,  barley  (especially 
malting  varieties),  peas,  turnips,  potatoes,  tobacco,  sorghum,  millets,  sugar-beet,  cow  peas,  and  other  crops.  Seeds  are  sent 
fkom  the  farm  for  distribution  amongst  famu^rs  in  different  localities,  not  a  few  of  whom  attended  by  special  invitation  at 
the  farm  on  1st  December,  1804,  to  test  the  results  of  the  experiments  made  in  wheat  culture. 

Sidimoiid  River  Experimental  Farm.— This  is  situated  at  Wollongbar,  on  the  southern  side  of  the  road  from 
Lismore  to  Ballina.  Experiments  are  conducted  with  the  view  to  determine  the  most  suitable  fodder  plants  for  these 
districts;  and  many  varieties  of  sugar-cane,  some  procured  from  Jamaica,  as  well  as  different  semi-tropical  and  tropical 
plants  and  fruits,  have  been  planted  in  order  to  test  thehr  value  and  suitability. 

FUuntation  Trial  Stations.— Advantage  has  been  taken  of  some  of  the  Artesian  Bores  in  the  arid  country  between 
the  Darting  River  and  the  Queensland  Border  to  show  what  crops  and  trees  can  be  grown  in  those  districts  by  meant 
jd  irrigation.  Plantations  of  fruit  and  forest  trees,  date  palms,  sugar-cane,  cereals,  grasses,  and  potatoes,  have  been  made 
at  the  following  stations :—

Irrigation  Blocks.— At  the  Pera  Bore  an  area  of  640  acres  has  been  sub-divided  into  20-acre  blocks,  and  offered  on 
e  as  irrigation  farms.  If  this  experiment  prove  successful,  it  is  intended  to  take  similar  action  at  some  of  the  other  bores. 


Sericnltnre. 
Boeral  Molberry  Plantation.— -^t  Booral,  near  Newcastle,  in  order  to  test  the  practicability  of  sericulture  being 
Duuls  a  profitable  industry,  the  Government  has  rented  a  plantation  of  white  mulberries  13  acres  in  extent,  for  a  period  of 
three  yearn  fmni  September,  1804,  and  silk  worms  are  being  reared.  At  the  expiration  of  the  lease  it  is  proposed  to  continue 
the  operations  at  the  Hawkesbuiy  Agricultural  College  Farm,  where  a  large  number  of  white  mulberry-  trees  have  been 
planted. 

Vew  Italy.— At  the  settlement  of  New  Italy,  near  the  Richmond  River,  a  number  of  Italian  families  who  arrived  i& 
tlfte  Colonr  in  1881,  on  the  failure  of  the  Marquis  de  Ray's  scheme  for  the  colonisation  of  Now  Ireland,  have  plantecf 
ooosklmraMe  area  with  white  mulberry  trees,  and  have  initiated  sericulture  with  prospects  of  its  developing  into  a  profltal 
Induatry.

No.  60.— BABBIT  EXTERMINATION. 

"  The  Rabbit  Vnisanoe  Act  of  1888."— This  Act  (46  Vic.  No.  14)  came  into  operation  on  let  Hay,  1883.  Under  its 
proTisions  a  tax  was  imposed  on  stockowners  having  not  less  than  200  horses  or  cattle,  or  1,000  sheep,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
14(i.  per  head  of  large  stock  and  id.  per  sheep.  In  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  tax  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  laud  had 
to  contribute  at  least  25  per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  expended.  It  was  also  found  necessary  to  supplement  this  revenue  by 
£503,786  from  the  Ck>nsoIidated  Revenue  during  the  period  the  Act  was  in  operation.

"  The  Babbit  Act  of  1890."— From  1st  July,  1890,  to  81st  December,  1804,  the  Qovemtaient  expenditure  on  account 
of  the  rabbit  pest  has  been  limited  to  the  sum  of  £22,761,  under  the  provisions  of  "The  Rabbit  Act  of  1880"  (54  Vic.  No.  29), 
and  almost  the  whole  of  this  has  been  devoted  to  the  erection  of  rabbit-proof  netting. 

Wire  Netting  Fences.— A  wire  netting  fence,  846  miles  in  length,  folloi^ing  the  boundary  between  New  South  Wales 
and  South  Australia,  has  been  erected  by  the  Government  of  the  former  Colony,  the  cost  of  the  repairs  of  which  are  shared 
by  the  Government  and  the  owners  of  the  holdings  adjoining  the  fence.  On  the  northern  boundary  a  similar  fence  was 
erected  by,  and  at  the  sole  expense  of,  the  Queensland  Government,  which  also  undertakes  its  maintenance.  The  supervision 
of  the  Eastern  Barrier  fence,  which  follows  the  railway  line,  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Railway  Commissioners.  Tlie  fences 
along  the  western  side  of  the  railway  line,  extending  from  Narromine  in  the  west  to  Corowa  in  the  south,  have  also  been 
rendered  rabbit-proof.    It  is  estimated  that  the  total  length  of  fencing  erected  is  14,600  miles.

PUBLIC  WATERING-PLACES. 

On  the  31  st  December,  1894,  there  were  2x5  Public  Watering-places,  consisting  of  Dams,  Tanks, 
Wells,  and  Bores;  of  these  105  were  leased  at  rentals  ranging  from  £x  to  £126  per  annum.  The 
leases  were  let  by  public  tender,  and  the  tenants  were  permitted  to  take  stock  on  agistment ;  to 
depasture  a  limited  number  of  their  own ;  to  oultirate  the  land,  and  to  retain  the  fees  charged  for 
the  watering  of  stock.  On  the  same  date  31  were  unleased  and  placed  in  charge  of  caretakers,  who 
remit  to  the  Treasury  all  moneys  collected;  3  were  placed  under  Trustees,  and  31  were  open 
watering-places.

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No.  53.— FISHERIES. 

"  Tbe  Fisheries  Act,  1881 "  (44  Vic  No.  26X  which  repealed  Acta  28  Vic.  No.  10, 81  Vic.  No.  10,  and  31  Vic.  No.  20, 

the  first  formal  attempt  to  legi^atc  with  the  view  of  protecting  the  natural  supplies  of  fish  (including  oysters,  lobsters, 

prawns)  and  to  regulate  and  control  their  capture.  This  Act,  as  amended  May,  1883  (46  Vic.  No.  25),  regulatea  the  descriptioo 
and  mesh  of  nets  that  may  be  used,  provides  tot  dose  seasons,  the  issue  of  licenses,  imposition  of  penalties,  etc.  The 
administration  of  the  Act  is  entrusted  to  five  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the  Gtovemor-in-Coimcil,  whose  term  of  office  ia 
five  years,  and  whose  Jurisdiction  extends  over  the  entire  Colony.  The  "  Sunk  Nets  Act  "(56  Vic  No.  15)  and  the  ••  fisheries 
Act  Amendment  Act"  (58  Vic  No.  4)  were  passed  as  Supplementary  Acts  during  the  years  1892  and  1894  respectively. 

DiTisions  of  Fisheries.— The  fisheries  on  the  seaboard  are  distributed  into  three  divisions— the  Home,  the  Northern, 
and  the  Southern ;  and  the  Inland  Waters  Fisheries  comprise  Lake  George,  The  Murrumbidgce,  The  Darling,  and  The 
Murray.

Tbe  amount  of  passage  money  required  to  be  pcdd  by  each  person  is  graduated  acoordue  to  age,  and  rai^ges  from  £1  for 
children  8  years  and  under  14  to  £16  for  married  persons  over  40  years  of  age,  and  unmarried  persons  over  85  yean  of  age.

The  neact  hnportant  Act  peaMd  wu  11  Vic,  No.  38,  as  amended  by 
17  Vic^o.  8.  This  was  repealed  in  1870  la  favour  of  the  Act  now  in  force  (S9  Vic,  Na  19.)  An  alien  who  has  resided  in  Nem- 
South  Wales  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  live  jrears  maj  apply  to  the  Governor  to  be  naturalised.  Should  a  oertifloate 
of  naturaliiatlon  be  granted,  the  applicant  must  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  prescribed  by  the  Act.  The  Chief  Secretary  I» 
required  to  record  ail  certificates  of  naturalisation,  and  to  receive  a  fee  of  one  pound  for  each  oertlflcate  issued.

Inqnests.— In  all  cases  of  violent  and  unnatuml  deaths,  casualties  by  which  death  ensues,  sudden  deaths,  persons 
found  dead,  persons  dyine  in  gaols,  lock-ups,  and  hospitals,  persons  committing  suicide,  and  persons  executed  in  gaols,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Coroner  w  the  district  to  cause  an  inquest  to  take  place,  if  he  haTe  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  death 
was  caused  by  violent  or  unnatural  means.  In  all  cases  of  deaths  in  gaols  inquests  roust  be  held.  A  Coroner  is  emfmwered 
to  i!>isue  a  warrant  for  the  exhumation  of  a  body,  to  summon  Jurors  and  witnesses,  and  to  commit  persons  for  trial  who 
have  been  found  guilty,  by  a  Jury,  of  murder  or  manslaughter.     See  Part  VIII,  "Law  and  Crime.** 

Magisterial  Inquries.— In  a  district  where  no  Coroner  has  been  appointed,  or  is  unable  to  hold  the  usual  inquest, 
a  Magistrate  may  hold  an  inquiry  '.  but,  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  is  not  empowered  io  commit  a  suspected  person  for  trial, 
he  must  terminate  the  inquiry,  in  all  cases  whefe  facts  are  disclosed  which  point  to  the  criminality  of  a  person,  and  then 
direct  the  Police  to  prosecute  at  the  nearest  Police  Court.

DISPOSAL  OP  CASES,  1886^ 

Decrease  in  Apprehensions  and  Police  Summonses.— The  returns  for  1804,  both  as  regards  apprehensions  and 
tnumnonses,  exhibit  a  falling  off,  the  latter  especially  so.  Prior  to  1894  it  was  the  custom  of  the  police  puthorities  to  include 
the  casenremanded  every  time  they  came  before  the  Court;  in  1804  such  cases  appear  once,  and  only  in  the  district  in 
which  the  cases  were  finally  dealt  with.  The  coses  withdrawn  and  struck  out  are  ahto  excluded  from  the  1894  returns.  The 
lan^e  decrease  in  the  police  summonses  is  owing  to  the  returns  being  limited  to  summonses  initiated  and  prosecuted  by  the 
l>olice,  summonses,  in  which  the  pcUce  initiated  only,  which  were  included  in  former  years,  have  been  omitted.

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No.  9.— MAGISTRATES'   COUBTS.— CASES  Summarily  dealt  with  during 

1894. 

Magistrates'  Conrts.— The  MoAristrates*  Ooaris  or  Courts  of  Petty  Sessions  in  the  Metropolitan  District  are  presided 
ON'cr  by  six  Stipendiary  Ma^strates  who  were  appointed  under  Act  of  1881,  (46  Vic  No.  17X  and  in  the  Country  Districts 
Police  Ma^strotcs  and  Justices  of  the  Peace  adjudicate,  the  latter  being  honorary  officers.  Police  Magristratcs  are  salaried 
officers,  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  Act  80  Vic.  No.  32,  to  act  in  concert  with  the  honorar>'  Justices  of  the  Peace  in 
Country  Districts.  When  sitting  alone,  they  can  exercise  the  powers  and  Jurisdiction  otherwise  conferred  by  law  only  on 
benches  consisting  of  two  or  more  Magistrates.  The  jurisdiction  of  Magistrates  is  limited  to  offences  involving  a  penalty  of 
six  months  imprisonment  and  under  in  all  cases  except  those  under  the  "  Distillation  Acts"  and  the  "  Customs  Regulations 
Acts,"  when  sentence  of  twelve  months  can  be  imposed,  and  two  years  for  cases  under  the  "  Chinese  Restriction  and 
Rej^ulation  Act  of  1888,"  and  the  *'  Children's  Protection  Act  1892.^'  All  persons,  except  those  conunitted  by  Supreme 
Court  Judges,  Chairmen  of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  Coroners,  who  are  entered  on  the  charge  sheet  of  the  police  must  be 
Itrought  before  Magistrates  to  be  by  them  simmmrily  dealt  with  or  committed  to  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions,  or 
Central  Criminal  or  Circuit  Courts. 

Criminal  and  Qnasi-Criminal  Jnrladiction.— The  number  of  cases  given  in  the  table  includes  all  those  cases 
within  Criminal  Jurisdiction,  and  also  those  within  Quasi-Criminal  Jurisdiction,  that  is  to  say,  cases  in  which  orders  have 
been  made,  and  the  persons  to  whom  the  order  was  made  against  have  been  imprisoned  for  disobeying  or  neglecting  to  obey 
the  orders  of  the  Court. 

Police  Snmmonsei.— The  police  summonses  given  represent  only  those  summons  cases  which  the  police  initiated 
and  prosecuted.

Persons  Committed  for  Trial.— The  Returns  of  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  (Tkble  No.  12,  page  641),  and  the 
Central  Criminal  and  Circuit  Courts  CTtkble  No.  14,  page  644),  show  that  1,372  persons  were  dealt  with,  while  the  niunber 
committed  for  trial  at  Magistrates'  Courts  was  1,493.  The  last  mentioned  returns  include  persons  tried  and  those  awaiting- 
trial,  while  the  Superior  Court  returns  include  only  the  number  dealt  with.  The  returns  of  the  Mairistrates'  Courts,  how- 
ever, are  somewhat  overstated,  as  in  some  instances  persons  committed  on  more  than  one  charge  appear  once  for  each  offence

Comptroller-G«neral  of  Prisons.— Under  Act  87  Vic  No.  14,  the  office  of  Comptroller-General  of  PriBoos  was 
CBtablished,  and  prison  regiilations  are  enforced  under  the  Prisons  Regulations  Act  of  1840  (4  Vic.  No.  29). 

Terms  of  Imprisonment.— The  terms  of  imprisonment  for  the  several  offences  are  defined  in  the  Criminal  Law 
Amendment  Act  of  1883  (46  Vic.  No.  17)  and  the  Criminal  Law  and  Evidence  Amendment  Act  of  1801  (55  Vic.  No.  5). 

Licenses— Ticket  of  Leaye.— (See  table  No.  32,  psge  oec) 

Remission  of  Sentences.— Prisoners,  by  continuous  good  conduct  and  industry,  become  eligible  for  a  remission  of 
sentence,  in  proportion  to  the  term  served  bv  them,  in  accordance  with  the  following  scale :— In  cases  of  cumulative 
sentences,  the  united  period  shall  be  deemed  the  term  of  eentence.  Sentences  not  exceeding  five  years,  a  service  of  five- 
sixths ;  sentences  beyond  five,  but  not  exceeding  ten  years,  a  service  of  four-fifths;  sentences  of  more  than  ten  years,  a 
service  of  three-fourths  of  the  term,  except  in  sentences  commuted  from  capital  comictions,  and  prisoners  serving 
sentences  not  exceeding  twelve  months.  Prisoners  under  such  sentences,  however,  are  not  debarred  from  having  the 
circumstances  of  their  cases  taken  into  consideration.  The  figurai  given  in  Table  No.  82  include  persons  obtaining  remis- 
sions but  not  those  out  on  licenses.

Penal  8erYitade>— Penal  servitude  is  not  awarded  if  the  tenn  of  imprisonment  is  less  than  three  3'ears.  In  the  case 
of  male  prisoners  it  is  token  to  mean  hard  labour  on  the  ro^ds  or  other  public  works,  and  for  female  prisoners  hard  labour 
in  gaol.    This  punishment  is  practically  the  same  os  tliat  of  hard  labour. 

Hard  Lilboiur-— Prisoners  under  sentence  of  hard  labour  ore,  after  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer,  placed  to 
work  at  occupations  which  the  gaol  authorities  consider  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  sentence. 

Withont  Labonr  (Imprisonment  only)-— Prisoners  undergoing  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  without  labour  are 
treated  differently  to  others,  and,  if  they  entirelv  maintain  and  clothe  themselves, are  exempted  from  any  work  ;  otherwise 
they  contribute  to  their  own  support  by  performing  such  labour  as  may  be  provided. 

Sentences  to  Irons.— Under  section  405  of  the  Criminal  Law  Amenament  Act  a  prisoner  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felon\-  attended  with  violence  to  the  potson,  or  committed  by  the  offender  when  armed,  or  by  means  of  any  threat,  is  liable 
to  lie' kept  in  irons  for  any  portion,  not  exceeding  the  first  three  years,  of  his  tenn  of  punishment.

Gaol  Pnnishments.— A  ViBiMnff  Justice  is  appointed  under  Act  4  Vic.  No.  20  to  visit  each  Gaol.  He  la  cmiMWierwl 
to  hear  and  determine  all  complaints  which  may  be  made  against  a  prisoner  of  disobejring  the  rules  of  the  Gaol,  or  of  haTiq; 
committed  any  offence,  and  may  pass  a  sentence  of  confinement  in  a  solitary  cell  for  a  term  not  exceeding  seTcn  days.— 
In  the  case  of  repeated  offences,  a  charge  made  before  two  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace  renders  the  fnriaoner  liaMe  tos 
sentence  of  dose  confinement  for  one  month,  and  if  the  offence  has  been  committed  by  a  prisoner  convicted  cS  feloay,  or 
under  sentence  of  hard  labour,  a  punishment  of  personal  correction  may  be  awarded.

Licensing  Districts.— The  Colony  is  divided  into  Licensing  Districts,  which  are  proclaimed  by  publication  in  the 
iJovcniment  Gazfttf,  and  in  each  of  which  a  Licensing  Ck>urt  has  Jurisdiction.  At  the  close  of  1894, 114  of  ihese  districts 
had  been  so  proclaimed. 

Metropolitan  Licensing  Conrt.— The  Stipendiary  Magistrates  for  the  time  being,  and  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  the  Governor  may  appoint,  not  to  exceed  seven  in  all,  of  whom  three  form  a  quorum,  constitute  the  Metropolitan 
Licensing  Court.    There  are  two  places  of  sitting,  viz.,  the  Central  and  Water  Police  Courts. 

Country  Licensing  Courts. — In  the  Country  Districts  the  Court  is  composed  of  three  members,  one  being  termed 
the  "  otlicial,"  and  the  other  two  "  Mypointed"  members.  The  "official "  member  is  the  Police  Mafristrate  resident  within  or 
nearest  to  the  district,  if  residing  within  10  miles  of  the  Court  House.  The  "appointed"  members  only  hold  office  for  a  limited 
time,  but  may  be  reappointed.  With  a  few  exceptions  there  is  only  one  place  of  sitting  in  each  District,  and  that  is  generally 
held  at  the  thvm  from  which  the  District  is  named.

Under 
Act  43  Vic  No.  3  (clause  215)  all 
sums  received  by  the  Colonial  Tre»- 
snrer  for  licenses  issued  under 
certificates  granted  by  any  Court 
of  Petty  Sessions  held  within  the 
Cif^  are  paid  over  to  the  Council, 
and  form  part  of  the  City  Fund. 
The  amount  so  paid  during  1804 
was  £2,137. 

^e  hours  for  receiving  j)ledge8  are 
from  8  a.m.  to  0  p.m.  with  certain 
exceptions.

The  City  Council  formerly  ifssaed

Sheriff.— The  duties  of  tha  Sheriff  hiclude  the  promion  of  everything  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  order  in 
the  Supreme  Court.  The  Sheriff  must  be  present  personally  or  by  deputy  at  all  Jurj'  Courts  throughout  the  Colony,  and 
whenever  Criminal  Courts  are  sitting  at  Darlinghunt,  he  is  in  constant  attendance.  It  is  his  duty  to  execute  all  process  in 
Supreme  Court  writs  of  ha.fa.tfi./a.,&udwmniM  of  estreat,  and  to  deal  with  fines  and  the  recovery  of  fines.  The 
Sheriff  lias  charge  of  all  imprisoned  debtors  and  prisoners  under  committal  for  trial,  and  makes  the  arrangements  necessary 
for  the  execution  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  death.  With  the  exception  of  Juries  required  at  District  Courts,  all  juries  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases  are  sunmioned  by  and  are  under  the  charge  of  the  SherilT.

No.  39.— JURORS  Summoned  and  Allowances  paid,  1894. 

JurorB.— Common  and  Special  Jurors  are  liable  to  be  called  upon  to  serve  once  in  each  year  for  the  Civil  Courts.  The 
qualification  for  the  Common  Jury  is  a  yearly  income  of  at  least  £30,  or  property  to  the  value  of  £300.  For  the  Special  Jury 
owners  or  tenants  of  property  of  a  yearly  value  of  not  less  than  £100,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  bankers,  merchants,  and  some 
others  of  specified  occupations  are  qualified. 

AllowanceB  to  Jnroin.— If  a  Juror  reside  within  8  miles  of  the  town  where  the  Court  is  held,  he  is  allowed  68.  per 
day  :  if  beyond  8  miles,  10s.  per  day.  An  additional  6s.  per  day  is  granted  if  a  Juror  is  more  than  three  days  on  the  same 
l>a'nel.  Travelling  expenses,  at  the  rate  of  la.  per  mile  (one  way)  for  every  mile  a  Juror  is  distant  from  the  town,  are  also 
allowed.  This  scale  of  allowances  is  made  to  Coroners'  Juries  and  Jurors  attending  the  District,  Supreme,  and  Circuit  Courts 
and  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions.    Prior  to  10th  May,  1892,  Coroners'  Juries  were  not  paid.

Cons titntion.— Under  the  provisions  of  Act  4  Geo.  IV,  cap.  96,  a  Charter  of  Justice  was  issued  on  13th  October,  1823, 
for  the  establishment  in  New  South  Wales  of  a  Ck>urt  of  Judicature,  to  be  styled  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  South  Wales. 
Act  9  Geo.  IV,  cap.  83,  repealed  the  above  Act,  but  confirmed  and  extended  the  provisions  relating  to  the  Supreme  Court. 
I'nder  section  3  of  this  Act  the  Supreme  Court  and  its  duly  appointed  Judges  were  declared  to  have,  within  New  South 
Wales  and  its  dependencies,  the  like  Jurisdiction  and  authority  as  the  Judges  of  the  Courts  of  King's  Bench,  Common  Pleas, 
and  Exchequer  in  England  possessed. 

JudjgeB.— There  are  seven  Judges  attached  to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Chief  Justice,  and  the  six  Puisne  Judges.  The 
Chief  Justice  and  four  Puisne  Judges  devote  attention  chiefly  to  Common  Law  and  criminal  cases,  another  Judge  to  Equity, 
another  to  Bankruptcy  and  ProMte,  and  another  Puisne  Judge  is  Judge  of  the  Divorce  Court.  The  Chief  Justice  waa 
appointed  Judge  Commissary  of  the  Vice-Admiralty  Court  by  the  Adminuty,  and  one  of  the  Puisne  Judges  acts  as  Deputy. 
The  Supreme  Court  has  no  Jurisdiction  in  this  Court.    A  Judge  can  only  be  removed  from  ofllce  upon  the  Address  of  both 


Houses  of  Legislature.     Pensions  are  demandablo  bv  the  Judges  upon  permanent  disability  or  infirmity  or  after  fifteen 
3  ears'  ser\ice.    The  amounts  of  such  pensions,  as  well  as  the  safaris,  are  secured  and  regulated  by  various  I 


!  Acts. 


Terms.— There  are  four  Terms  during  each  year,  the  dates  of  which  are  fixed  by  the  Judiges,  as  are  also  the  days 
the  Court  Sittings  commence,  the  duration  of  Vacations,  and  the  dates  for  holding  Circuits.

*  Bankruptcy  Estates  Account.— Each  Official  Assignee  pays  all  moneys  received  by  him  to  the  Registrar  in  Bank- 
ruptcy  \vho  places  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  "  Bankruptcy  Estates  Account,"  from  which  all  charges  (other  than 
peremptory,  such  as  auction  charges,  rent,  &cX  fees,  and  dividends  are  met  Each  Official  Assignee  is  obliged  under  the 
94th  section  of  the  Act  to  furnish  the  Registrar  with  quarterly  statements  showing  the  transactions  in  each  estate  during 
that  i>eriod. 

Official  Assignees.— Official  Assignees  are  appointed  by  the  Executive  Council  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Judge,  an 
addition  to  their  number  may  be  required.  On  the  81st  December,  1894,  three  bad  been  appointed.  In  each  estate  the 
Official  Assignee  receives  2^  per  cent  commission  on  the  amount  realised,  and  2|  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  dividends 
declared.    The  Judge  may  also  grant  special  remuneration. 

CEBTIFICATES  ISSUED  tJVBEB  EXISTDTO  ACT  TO  18M. 

Sequestration  Orders  Annulled.— The  Judge  annuls  sequestration  orders  in  cases  where  he  is  of  opinion  that  a 
sequestration  order  ought  not  to  have  been  made,  or  where  it  is  shown  that  the  debts  of  the  bankrupt  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Release  of  Estate.— a  bankrupt  may  have  his  estate  released  from  sequestration  after  the  acceptance  and  approval 
of  a  composition  or  scheme  of  arrangement,  or  if  all  the  creditors  are  paid  in  full,  or  have  given  him  a  legal  quittance  of  the 
debts  due. 

Certificate  of  Discharge.— Three  months  from  the  date  of  sequestration  a  bankrupt  may  give  notice  by  advertise- 
ment of  his  intention  to  apply  for  a  Certificate  of  Discharge.  The  application  is  heard  within  thfai^  davs  of  the  date  of  the 
first  publication  of  the  advertisement,  and  the  Judge  receives  a  report  from  the  Official  Assignee,  and  may  either  erant  or 
refuse  an  absolute  order  of  discharge,  8un>end  the  operation  of  the  order  for  a  specified  time,  or  grant  an  order  subject  to 
conditions  respecting  future  earnings  or  income  of  the  bankrupt

Firtt  year  of  Divorce  Act.- Prior  to  thepuging  of  the  Matrimonial  Causes  Act  of  1878  (86  Vic  No.  9).  the  Supremo 
Court  of  N.8.W.  had  no  jurisdiction  in  divorce.  The  ensting  Act  (55  Vic  No.  87)  was  assented  to  on  the  9th  May,  1892, 
but  did  not  come  into  force,  owing  to  an  informality,  till  the  0th  August.  During  1893  an  amendimr  Act  (56  Vic  Nc  86) 
WM  attached.  ' 

Decrees  aiei.— After  a  decree  nisi  has  been  granted,  it  can  be  made  absolute  at  any  time  subsequent  to  the  date 
fixed  by  the  Ck>urt  for  that  purpose.  Neither  party  can  re-many  until  after  fourteen  days  from  the  date  of  the  decree 
nin  haying  been  made  absolute. 

JnCDCial  SeparatiOB.— in  addition  to  the  principal  oauses  for  which  a  divorce  may  be  obtained,  judicial  separation 
can  be  granted  for  desertion  extending  over  two  years.

Oronnde  for  Diroroe.— The  chief  grounds  for  divorce  under  the  old  Act  were  adultery  since  marriage  on  the  part 
of  the  wife,  and  adulterv  and  cruelty  on  the  port  of  the  husband.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  causes,  portions  for  divom 
con  now  be  granted  on  the  following  grounds :— 

Hniband  v.  Wife.— Desertion  for  not  less  than  three  years ;  habitual  drunkenness  for  a  similar  period ;  beinc 
I  mprisoned  under  a  sentenoe  of  three  years  or  upwards ;  attempt  to  murder  or  inflict  grievous  bodily  harm,  or  repeated 
assaults  on  him  within  one  year  pre>iously. 

Wife  V.  Hniband.— Adultery,  provided  that  at  the  time  of  the  institution  of  the  suit  the  huvband  is  domiciled  b 
New  South  Wales ;  desertion  for  not  less  than  thrve  years  ;  habitual  drunkenness  for  the  same  period :  being  imprisoned 
for  three  years  or  upwards,  or  having  within  five  years  undergone  various  sentences  amounting  in  all  to  not  less  than 
three  years ;  attempt  to  murder  or  assault  with  intent  to  inflict  grievous  bodily  harm,  or  repeated  assaults  within  one  year 
previously. 

Pniod  of  Domicile.— To  entitle  either  partv  to  seek  relief  on  any  one  of  these  grounds  he  or  she  must  have  htm 

domiciled  in  the  Colony  at  the  time  of  instituting  the  suit  for  three  years  and  upwards,  and  should  not  have  reeorted  to 

the  Colony  for  the  purpose  of  the  suit    When  a  wife  seeks  for  a  decree  on  the  ground  of  three  years  deMrtlon,  if  she  was 

,   domiciled  in  New  South  Wales  when  the  desertion  commenced,  she  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  lost  her  domicile  by  i 

•of  her  husband  having  thereafter  acquired  a  foreign  domicile.

No.  44.— EXTRADITION  COURT,  1884-94. 

Eztradition  Court.— A  person  charged  under  the  Extradition  Act  is  brought  before  the  Governor.  The  Consul  for 
the  country  to  which  the  person  charged  belongs,  the  Crown  Solicitor,  the  Inspector-General  of  Polico,  and  usually  the 
detective  officers  interested  in  the  case,  are  present.  Evidence  is  taken  on  oath,  and,  if  the  Governor  is  satisfied  that  the 
person  is  liable  to  be  extradited,  warrant  is  made  out,  and  he  is  sent  to  Darlinghurst  Gaol  tor  fifteen  days  prior  to  extra- 
dition, durinff  which  interval  he  may  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

Eztraoition  Act,  1870  (Imperial  Statute).— This  Act  provides  for  the  surrender  to  Foreign  States  of  persons  accused 
or  convicted  of  certain  crimes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  States,  and  for  the  trial  of  criminals  surrendered  to  the 
British  Dominions.  Treaties  of  Extradition  for  the  mutual  surrender  of  fugitive  criminals  exisc  between  Her  Majesty's 
Government  and  the  Governments  of  France,  Germany,  Austria-Hungary,  Brazil,  Spain,  Italy,  Belgium,  The  Netherlands, 
Denmark,  Sweden  and  Norway,  Switzerland,  Hayti,  and  the  United  States  of  America.  In  proceedings  under  this  Act  the 
fugitive  is  brought  before  the  Governor,  who  hears  evidence  on  oath  and,  if  satisfied  that  the  person  is  liable  to  be  extradited^ 
makes  an  order  to  that  effect.

Crown  Solicitor.— The  Crown  Solicitor  conducts  all  the  Civil  and  Criminal  business  of  the  Crown  in  the  Supreme 
and  Circuit  Courts,  and  special  cases  in  the  District  Courts,  Courts  of  Petty  Sesjkions,  and  Coroners'  Courts.  The  Depart- 
ment is  divided  into  three  branches : —The  Conyeyancing  Brancll,  which  attends  to  all  conveyancing  matters,  including 
purchases  and  resumptions  of  the  various  Departments ;  the  Common  Law  and  Equity  Branch,  which  attends  to  all 
liti^fotion  in  which  the  Government  is  conoemed  on  the  Ci^il  side  of  the  Law  Courts,  from  the  Small  Debts  Court  up  to  the 
Privy  Council ;  and  The  Criminal  Branch  attends  to  all  Criminal  cases  sent  for  trial  to  the  Central  and  Circuit  Courts, 
and  also  to  Criminal  prosecution  taken  up  in  all  Courts  by  the  Government.

Admiscioii  of  Soliciton.^-Persons  eligible  for  admission  as  soHciton,  if  they  have  not  been  Admitted  in  Great 
Britain,  Ireland,  or  any  Colony  of  Australasia,  must  have  been  articled  to  some  practising  solicitor  in  New  South  Wales  and 
have  served  the  term  of  five  years,  or,  if  a  Graduate  of  Arts  prior  to  entering  into  articles,  three  years'  clerkship,  and  must 
have  passed  the  examinations  of  a  Board,  consisting  of  two  barristen  and  four  solicitors,  appointed  annually  by  the  Supreme 
Court.  A  barrister,  who  has  been  in  practice  as  such  for  five  years,  having  caused  himself  to  be  disbarred,  can,  under  Act 
55  Vic.  No.  31,  be  admitted  as  a  solicitor  without  examination.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  same  Act  a  solicitor  is  com- 
petent to  appear,  and  baa  the  right  of  audience  in  all  Courts  in  New  South  Wales.  Persons  may  be  admitted  to  practice  as 
solicitcrs  on  the  last  day  of  any  term.

No.  SX  Under  the  provisions  of  the  last-mentioned  Act  the  office  of 
Examiner  of  Patents  was  created  and  fees  for  complete  Letters  Patent  were  reduced  to  £5,  and  provision  was  then  made  for 
the  issue  of  Certiflcates  of  Provisional  Protection  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  £2,  which  may,  if  application  be  made  within 
twelve  months  from  grranting,  be  converted  into  an  application  for  a  Patent  on  the  payment  of  an  additional  £3.

The  Copyrigllt  Act  (42  Vie,  No.  20)  was  passed  in  May,  1879,  and  became  law  on  the  Ist  July  following.  Under  the 
Iiitcniational  Copyrigrht  Act,  1886  (49  and  60  Vic,  clause  S3),  and  the  Orders  in  Council  thereunder,  the  greater  part  of  the 
body  of  Imperial  Copyright  law  applicable  to  literary  and  artistic  works  together  with  the  Copj-right  Convention  of  Berne, 
became  reciprocally  applicable  to  Great  Britain  and  the  countries  that  are  parties  to  the  Convention,  namely :— Great 
Britain  with  her  Colonies  and  Possessions,  France  and  herColonics  (including  Algiers),  Germany,  Italy,  Spain  with  her  Colonics, 
Switzerland,  Luxembourg,  Monaco,  Kaj-ti,  Belgium,  Montenegro,  and  Tunis,  consequently  it  is  now  possible  for  Colonial  Copy- 
ri;;ht  works,  to  receive  International  protection  \vithin  the  limitations  prescribed  by  law.  The  same  Act  places  Colonial 
Copyright  in  literary-  works  upon  the  same  footing  as  Imi>erial  Copyright,  that  is  to  say,  a  work  first  published  in  a  Colony  is 
now  capable  of  receiving  protection  throughout  the  British  donunions.  The  registrations  effected  under  the  Act  up  to  the 
end  of  1»94  amounted  in  number  to  2,000,  receipts  to  £618,  and  the  disbursements  (salaries),  £4,988. 

Ihiratioxi  of  Copyright.— Books  are  protected  for  the  natural  life  of  the  author  and  for  7  years  after  his  death,  or  for 
42  veara  from  first  publication,  whichever  may  be  the  longer  period  ;  painting*,  drawhigs,  sculpture,  and  engra^ing8,  for  14 
years  ;  i>hotograph8,  3  years ;  articles  composed  wholly  or  chieflv  of  metal,  woodj  stone,  cement,  glass,  earthenware,  ivory, 
bone,  and  similar  substances,  3  years ;  paperhangings,  carpets,  oilcloths,  and  aU  kinds  of  textile  and  woven  articles,  2  ye&n. 
To  obtain  the  benefits  of  the  Act  in  reference  to  desiig^  every  article  must  bear  the  word  '*  Registered/'  together  with  the 
name  of  the  proprietor  and  the  date  of  registration.

Primary  Schools.— Prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Public  Instruction  Act  (43  Vic  No.  23),  which  came  into  force  on 
1st  May,  18S0,  the  administration  of  primary  schools  was  entrusted  to  a  Council  of  Education,  and  two  dosses  of  schools, 
public  and  denominational,  existed  side  by  side,  fcach  receiving  support  from  the  State  funds ;  the  buildings  belon^ng  to 
the  latter,  however,  were  built  and  equipped  by  the  several  denominations.  This  Act  provided  that  State  aid  to  denomi- 
national schools  should  cease  at  the  end  of  1882,  and  that  the  instruction  imparted  at  Public  Schools  should  be  absolutely 
unsectiirian.  "Secular  instruction"  is  defined  by  the  Act  as  including  "general  religious  teaching  as  distinguished  from 
docrinatical  or  polemical  theology."

No.  8.— SYDNEY  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Sydney  Grammar  School.— In  January,  1830,  the  '*  Sydney  Free  Grammar  School,"  which  was  openefl  in  1826,  in 
a  house  in  Phillip-street,  became  a  proprietary  school  under  the  name  of  the  "Sydney  College,"  with  a  capital  of  £10,000 
in  200  shares  of  £50  each.  In  1852  the  newly  established  University  took  over  the  College,  and  opened  in  October  of  that  year 
in  a  portion  of  the  present  Grammar  School  buildings.  In  1854,  when  the  University  was  transferred  to  the  Glebe,  the 
Grainniar  School  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament  **  for  the  better  advancement  of  religion  and  morality  and  the 
promotion  of  useful  knowledge."  with  a  grant  of  £25,000  for  the  erection  of  buildings,  and  an  annuiil  endowment  of  £1,500. 
Gn  :ml  August,  1857,  the  school  was  thrown  open  to  the  public  Including  special  grants  the  total  amount  received  from 
the  State  during  1894  was  £2,300.

BTTBSABIES. 

Bnrsaries.— Bursaries  arc  only  conferred  when  satisfactor}'  proof  is  produced  that  the  means  of  the  caadidats,  or  cf 
his  parents  or  guardians,  are  insufficient  to  enable  him  to  attend  the  University  without  such  assistanoe.  There  are  fomteai 
at  tne  disposal  of  the  University.  These  have  all  been  created  (on  the  Initiation  of  the  late  Dr.  Bad  ham,  when  Processor  of 
Classics)  by  priv-ate  foundations,  at  a  cost  of  £1,000  each,  together  with  a  margin  in  some  cases  to  ensure  prescribed  aamal 
awonls  amounting  to  £50.  They  are  helped,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  by  an  accompanying  exemption  from  all  lecture  km 
and  the  fee  for  matriculation.  Women  arc  eligible  for  not  more  than  one  half  of  the  five  bursaries,  founded  in  1881,  by  tbe 
late  Mr.  Ihonios  Walker,  of  Yaralla,  Concord. 

Pablic  School  Bursaries.— Thirty  other  bursaries  have  been  created  by  the  Government  in  oonnection  with  the 
Public  School  system,  but  the  University  is  not  concerned  in  their  award,  although  the  Senate  has  conceded  to  the 
holders  a  similar  exemption  from  fees. 

Exemption  from  Fees.— In  addition  to  exemption  from  fees  granted  to  the  holders  of  Bursaries,  18  students  who 
hod  shown  their  inability  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  University  education  were  permitted  during  1804  to  attend  lectnRS 
without  payment  of  fees.  129  students  of  the  State  Training  Schools  for  male  and  female  teachers  were  also  permitted  to 
attend  on  a  reduced  scale  of  fees.

Challis*'  Fund.— In  1880  the  late  Mr.  Challis  bequeathed  his  whole  estate  to  the  University,  which,  under  the  temui 
of  the  vriW,  was  transferred  to  that  institution  in  September.  1880.  The  assets  in  Australia  and  England  amounted  to 
£'2>j«,2'24.  The  Senate  has  decided  that  the  Fund  shall  be  applied  as  permanent  provision  of  income  for  educational  uses, 
llirough  the  agency  of  the  Fund  six  "Challis"  Professorships  and  six  *' Challis"  Lectureships  have  been  established. 

Other  Foundations.— There  are  also  the  "  Hovell "  and  "Madeay"  Lectureships,  the  funds  connected  with  each  being 
respectively  £6,000  and  £11,400;  the  **  Wentworth  "  Travelling  Fellowship,  and  the  Curatorship  of  the  "  Macleay"  Museum. 
The  fund  of  the  former  amounts  to  £1,778,  and  the  latter  £6,000.  The  receipt*  from  the  various  Funds  are  included  under 
the  head  of  "  Other  Sources  "  in  the  above  table. 

University  Museums.— The  Museum  of  Antiauitios,  the  "Macleay"  Museum  of  Natural  History,  and  the  Mosenm  of 
Xonuui  and  Mormd  Anatomy,  attached  to  the  Univernty,  are  accessible  to  the  public  under  certain  regulations.

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No.  12.— TECHNICAL  EDUCATION. 


Establishment  of  Technical  Education.— Classes  for  Technical  Education  wore  first  established  at  the  Sydney 
Mechanics'  School  of  Arts  in  1865.  The  Working  Men's  CoUegre  was  started  in  1873.  In  1878  a  sum  of  £2,000  was  grranted 
by  Parliament  for  the  onranisation  of  the  Techniod  Collevre,  and  for  five  yean  the  classes  were  carried  on  at  the  institution 
named.  In  1883  a  Board  was  appointed  by  Government  to  take  over  the  nutnag^iment,  but  towards  the  end  uf  1889  the 
Board  was  dissolved,  and  the  Technical  Colleges  were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction.  In 
Januar} ,  189*2,  the  new  Technical  College  at  Ultimo  was  opened  to  students. 

Technical  Education  Branch.— The  Technical  Education  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  comprises 
two  distinct  institutions— (1)  The  Sydney  Technical  College  and  its  Branches ;  and  (2)  the  Technological  Museums.  The 
Sydney  Technical  College  and  the  Technological  Museum  adioin,  and  the  Branch  Technical  Schools  at  Bathurst,  Ooulbum, 
Newcastle,  and  West  Maitland  have  also  Branch  Technological  Museums  ccioected.  The  two  institutions  are  now  under 
one  administrative  head.  Instruction  is  given  in  classes  at  the  various  schools,  and  by  Travelling  Lecturers  in  Agriculture, 
GeoIog>',  Mineralogy,  and  ApicuKfure.

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No.  13.— NATIONAL  ART   GALLERY. 

National  Art  Oallery.— The  National  Art  Gallery  of  N.S.W.  was  first  opened  in  June,  1876,  in  conjunction  with  the 
New-  South  Wales  Academy  of  Art,  an  institution  established  in  April,  1871.  It  was  re-opened  as  a  National  Gallery  on 
22nd  September,  ISSO,  in  temporary  buildings  in  the  Botanical  Gardens,  Sydney,  and  removed  to  presentpremises  in  the 
( )utei-  Domain  on  23rd  December,  1885.  The  estimated  value  of  the  collection  is  now  about  £100,000.  Tne  collection  of 
vvatcr-coluxir  ilrawings  is  considered  to  be  the  finest  out  of  England. 

Jlrt  Students.— Persons  desirous  of  studying  in  the  Art  Gallery  must  make  application,  ocoompanied  by  a  specimen 
of  work.  If  saiihfaotory,  a  card  of  admission  will  be  granted  to  the  applicant,  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Trustees.  No 
picture  shall  be  copied  in  its  entirety  without  special  permission,  and  such  studies  only  shall  oe  made  as  shall  be  approved 
h>  the  Trustees.  All  studies  must  be  stamped  before  being  taken  from  the  Art  Gallery.  Loan  pictures  are  not  to  be  copied 
v\  ithout  the  pcnniesion  of  the  owners.  Since  the  year  1889,  when  permission  was  first  granted,  182  art  students  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  studying  in  the  Art  Gallery.

Australian  Museum.— The  Australian  Museum  was  founded  in  1836.  It  was  originally  connected  with  the  Botanical 
(ianlcns,  and  wom  locattHl  in  a  room  in  Macquarie-street,  Sydney.  It  was  afterwards  removed  to  the  Sur^'eyor-General's 
Otlice,  and  ai^in,  In  l»4i),  to  its  present  site.  Its  affairs  were  managed  by  a  committee  until  1868,  when  it  was  incorporated 
by  Act  of  Parliament  (17  Vic.  No.  2).  The  Act  provides  for  twelve  official  Trustees,  one  Crown  TruRtee,  named  by  the 
(Governor,  and  twelve  elective  Trustees.  Provision  was  also  made  for  a  State  endowment  of  £1,000  per  annum,  which  is 
supplemented  by  annual  Parliamentary  appropriations  as  required.

Boyal  Society  of  Hew  South  Wales. 
This  Society  originated  in  1821  as  the  "  Philosophical  Society  of  Australasia.'*  After  an  Interral  of  inad 
it  was  resuscitated  in  1850,  under  the  name  of  the  **  Australian  PhUoeophical  Society,"  by  which  title  it  was  Id 
until  1856,  when  the  name  was  changed  to  the  "  Philosophical  Society  of  New  South  Wales.**  In  1856  it  assn 
by  Royal  sanction,  its  present  title,  and  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  December,  1881.  The  objec 
the  Society  are  to  receive  original  papers  on  science,  art,  literature,  and  philosophy,  and  subjects  tendix 
develop  the  resources  of  the  Colony,  and  to  illustrate  its  natural  history  and  productions.  The  Society  posses 
valuable  library,  open  daily  for  reference  and  for  the  issue  and  return  of  books,  and  it  also  publidies  a  moi 
paper.

The  Society  was  fonncd  in  1875,  and  incori>orat«l  Febniarv-,  18S4.  It  was  instituted  for  the  cultivation 
study  of  the  science  of  Natural  Historj-  in  all  its  branches.

N.S.W.  Zoological  Society. 
Tliis  Society  was  inaugurated  in  Febmark-,  1879.  with  the  object  of  introJucinir  into  New  South  Wales  the  gs 
and  son},'  birds  of  other  wuntries,  as  well  as  different  species  of  fish.  It  was  acoonTwl  Government  Rupjiort,  and 
City  Con>oration  jf ranted  it  the  use  of  12J  acres  of  .Moore  Park.  Tlie  collection  of  manmialia,  birds,  reptiles, 
fish  nuniWrs  nearly  000.  The  revenue  of  the  Society  comprises  an  annual  St.itc  subsidy,  which  for  18t>4  was  £5 
tfatc  reoeii)ts,  which  were  £1,760  for  the  same  period  ;  and  members  sub-rriptions.  The  income,  howcvex 
insufficient  to  cover  expenses,  and  on  Slst  December,  1894,  there  was  an  overdraft  of  £404. 

British  Astronomical  Association. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  local  Branch  of  the  Society  was  held  in  .January.  1S05,  and  alrcwly  the  member! 
exceeds  80.  A  library  for  the  use  of  members  is  rapidly  beinj,'  collected,  and  will  soon  be  available.  The  busii 
transacted  consists  of  the  delivery  of  lectures,  readinj? 'of  essays,  the  discu;*8ion  of  oljservations,  lantern  exhibiti 
of  photoKTaphs,  Ac  In  mldition  to  niathcniatics,  other  objects  of  interest  to  astnMiomers  are  adniittc<I,  sucl 
oi>tics,  pholo^Taphy,  horology-,  and  electricity.  Up  to  October,  lb95,  0  pajwr^  bad  been  read,  and  3  lecti 
delivered. 

British  Medical  Association. 
The  local  Branch  of  this  Association  wasfoumled  in  1881,  under  the  title  of  the  "NcwSouth  Wales  Branch  of 
Briti«4h  Medical  Association."  The  obje<rts  of  the  Branch  are  to  co-operate  with  the  parent  Association  in  the  j 
motion  of  medical  science  and  the  mauitenance  of  the  honour  and  interests  of  the  medical  profes<iion.  The  num 
of  members  at  the  close  of  1894  was  331,  and  the  meetinpi  held  during  the  san>e  year  were  :— General  12,  ; 
Council  2^    The  number  of  pai>er8  read  was  22,  and  the  exhibits  shown  numbered  0. 
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Fhannaceutical  Society  of  H.S.W. 

This  Society  was  established  in  1876  for  the  purpose  of  uniting:  the  chemists  and  drugigists  in  one  ostensible, 
recoK'nized,  and  independent  body  for  protecting  their  general  interests,  and  for  the  adyancement  of  pharmacy,  by 
funiishin;;  such  uniform  system  of  education  as  shall  secure  the  profession  and  public  the  safest  and  most  efficient 
achuinistration  of  medicines.  The  number  of  ordinary  members  is  100,  and  life  members  16.  A  Pharmacy  Oollege 
ha^  ])eeii  established  under  the  management  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  the  instruction  of  students,  who 
receive  twelve  months  instruction  in  pharmacy  and  materia  medica,  chemistir,  and  botany,  upon  which  the  final 
or  qiialifyinj^  examination  is  based.  A  Benevolent  Fund  has  been  inaugurated  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society, 
the  funds  of  which,  on  Slst  Dec.,  1894,  amounted  to  £20  9s.  lid.    TheSociety  also  prints  a  Journal  of  its  proceedings. 

Boyal  Geographical  Society  of  Anetralasia. 
This  Society  was  instituted  in  1883,  its  objects  being:— (1}  SeierUUie.— The  advancement  of  gcographica 
>>ciei)ce  and  ttie  study  of  the  physical  geography  of  the  world,  ana  especially  the  completion  of  the  exploration  of 
Australasia.  (2)  CommerciaL—^The  study  of  commercial  geography,  and  the  natural  and  artificial  products  of 
\  arious  countries  and  their  industries,  with  a  view  to  promote  the  commercial  progress  of  Australasia.  (3)  Educa- 
tinnnl.—The  promotion  of  the  knowledge  of  phj'sical,  commercial,  and  political  geography  by  means  of  illustrated 
public  lectures  and  various  publications.  Branches  of  the  Society  have  been  established  in  the  other  colonies, 
viz.  :— In  \ictoria,  in  April,  1884 ;  South  Australia,  in  October,  1886 ;  and  Queensland,  in  December,  1885.  The 
number  of  meiubers  in  New  South  Wales  at  the  close  of  the  year,  ended  April,  1895,  was  forty-two;  the  number 
of  meetings  during  the  same  period  was  six,  and  eight  papers  wore  read. 

Australian  Economic  Association. 
Tins  Association  was  established  in  1886.    Its  objects  are— 
(1.)  The  Philosophical  Investigation  and  Discussion  of  the  Data,  Methods,  and  Principles  of  the  Science  of 

Economics.

Engineering  Association  of  Vew  Sontli  Wales. 

This  Association  was  established  in  1870.  The  number  of  members  on  Uie  80th  September,  1894,  was  140. 
LHirin^' the  year  0  meetings  were  held,  at  which  6  papers  were  read  and  discussed.  The  Association  exchanges 
rt^conls  of  its  proceedings  with  kindred  institutes  in  Kngland  and  America,  and  presentations  to  the  library  of  the 
Asso<'iation  are  frequently  made. 

Intnrance  Institnte  of  Hew  Soath  Wales. 

This  Institute  was  established  in  August,  1834,  and  the  first  meeting  was  held  on  the  15th  October  of  the  same 
>  ear.  The  objects  of  the  Institute  are  the  promotion  of  good  feeling  and  friendly  intercourse,  as  well  as  sound 
'practice,  and  the  dissemination  of  useful  professional  knowledge  by  the  reading  of  papers,  and  other  means. 
The  number  of  memlvirs  in  May,  1895,  was  120.  During  the  10  vears  ended  with  1894,  the  transactions  of  the  Society 
were  as  follows  :— Life  Insurance,  17  papers  were  read,  and  2  discussions  took  place  ;  Fire  Insurance,  16  papers  were 
rea<i,  5  discussions  took  place,  and  1  lecture  was  delivered ;  Marine  Insurance,  10  papers  were  read,  and  8  discussions 
held.  In  addition,  2  papers  were  read  on  general  subjects,  and  each  president  delivered  an  inaugural  address 
each  year. 

Institute  of  Architeeti  of  Hew  Sontli  Wales. 

This  Institute  originally  founded  in  1871,  was  reconstructed  and  incorporated  under  the  Companies  Act  in 
ISOO.  In  December,  1892,  the  Institute  was  admitted  to  alliance  with  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects.  The 
objects  of  the  New  South  Wales  Institute,  like  those  of  the  parent  body,  are  to  represent  generally  the  views  of  the 
profession ;  to  preserve  and  maintain  its  integrity  and  status;  to  suppress  dishonorable  and  unprofessional  conduct 
or  practice ;  to  encourage  the  study  of  the  profession  by  articled  pupils  by  giving  prises  and  other  awards.  Three 
classes  of  members  have  been  established,  viz. :— Fellows  who  must  have  attained  27  years  of  age,  and  been  in  practice 
for  at  least  5  years ;  associates,  who  must  be  engaged  in  the  study  or  practice  of  architecture,  and  not  less  than 
21  years  of  age ;  honorary  members,  who  are  persons  of  eminence  in  9rt,  science,  or  literature,  and  others  who  may 
bo  able  to  render  assistance  in  promoting  the  objects  of  the  Institute. 

Institute  of  Bankers,  Vew  South  Wales. 
This  Institute  was  established  in  April,  1892.    Its  objects  are  to  receive  original  papers  on  subjects  relating  to 
banking,  finance,  and  economic  questions,  to  hold  examinations  for  the  diploma  of  the  Institute,  and  to  examine 
candidates  for  bank  service.    The  Institute  possesses  a  library  and  readUig  room,  and  issues  a  monthly  Journal

This  Club  has  for  its  objects  the  assistance  of  Australian  art  and  the  devetoY»ment  of  the  appreciation  of 
Australian  scenery  and  character  and  their  pourtra^ol.  The  Club  holds  annual  exhibitions  of  oil  and  wat«r-color 
palntin;;^,  the  work  <^  its  members. 

Society  of  ArtUti. 

The  objects  of  this  Society,  which  was  formed  in  July,  1895,  are  the  ad\-ancemcnt  of  art,  bv  holding  exhibit 
tlons,  the  establishment  of  an  art  library,  and  the  procuring  of  any  artistic  or  social  benefits  within  the  province  c^ 
the  Society.  The  number  of  members  on  the  roll  in  October.  1895,  was  132,  and  the  flr^t  exhibition  was  opened  in 
Septomber,  1805.    Sales  to  the  amount  of  £318  were  effected  during  the  exhibition. 

Boyal  Agricultural  Society  of  Hew  Soath  Walei« 

This  Society  was  Incorporated  In  1869,  with  the  object  of  promoting  the  development  of  the  agricultural, 
pastoral,  horticultural,  and  industrial  resource*  of  the  Colony.  The  numl)er  of  members  for  the  year  ended  October, 
1894,  was  430.  The  annual  show  was  held  at  Easter  of  the  same  year,  when  prises  to  the  amount  of  £1,200  were 
distributed  in  the  various  sections. 

Horticultoral  Society  of  Vew  South  Walee. 

This  Society  was  estublbhed  in  1886,  In  continuation  of  a  similar  institution  originally  established  50  years 
ago.  The  obiects  of  the  Societv  are  the  promotion  and  encouragement  of  horticulture  in  all  its  branches  by 
holding  meetings  for  the  exhibition  and  examination  of  plants,  flowers,  fruits,  and  vegetables,  and  such  other 
articles  as  the  Council  may  determine ;  the  reading  and  publication  of  essaj-s  and  lectures ;  the  holding  of  perkn 
dical  exhibitions ;  the  encouragement  of  the  application  of  science  to  the  general  purposes  of  horticulture ;  the 
publication  of  a  periodical  newstiaper,  Ac.  Regular  meetings  of  the  members  are  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  ot 
each  month,  when  papers  of  hoiticultunl  Interest  are  r(«d  and  discussed,  and  exhibits  of  seasonaUe  plants  and 
flowers  are  shown.  The  number  of  members  for  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1895,  was  338,  and  the  number  of 
meetings  hold  was  12. 
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Vatioxud  Pomological  Socittj. 
This  Society  was  foanded  in  1883  under  the  name  of  the  National  Horticultural  and  Pomological  Society  with 
210  members ;  in  18d6  the  number  had  increased  to  770.  Its  objects  are  :— To  promote  reform  and  improvements  in 
horticulture,  nomology,  apiculture,  kc ;  to  establlifh  experimental  nrdens ;  to  hold  exhibitions  when  deemed 
expedient ;  to  hold  meetings  for  exhibition  and  examination  of  fruits,  flowers,  vegetables,  and  ajrfcultural  products, 
and  in  other  ways  to  advance  the  interests  of  horticulture,  de.  The  Society  operates  under  four  sections,  viz.. 
Fruit,  Apiculture,  Floral,  and  Vegetable.  Papers  on  subjects  connected  with  these  sections  were  read  during  tho 
vear  ended  Juno  80,  1896,  as  follow :— in  the  Fruit  Section,  4 ;  io  the  Apiculture,  8 ;  in  the  Floral,  6,  and  in 
Vegetable  Section,  1.  The  efforts  of  the  Society  have  lately  been  directed  towards  flnding  markets  for  the  products 
of  orchards,  Ac.,  and  several  shipments  have  Seen  despatched  to  London.  The  Society  has  been  represented  at 
S  conferences  during  the  year:— the  Beekeepers'  Conference  at  Bathurst  and  the  Australian  Fruit-growers' 
Conferences  -at  Mildura  and  Hobart.  A  piece  of  land  has  been  acquired  at  Pennant  Hills  for  a  standard  and 
experimental  garden,  where  fruit  and  other  trees  and  plants  will  be  tested  as  to  their  correct  naming  and  quality 
and  suitability  to  the  climate. 

Aflnrlealtoral,  Pattoral,  and  Hortieiiltaral  SoeietiM. 
In  addition  to  the  societies  mentioned,  there  were  110  societies  existing  in  the  country  districts  at  the  end  of 
1894,  for  tho  object  <^  promoting  the  resources  of  the  Colony,  and  nearly  tJl  of  these  societies  held  shows  during 
the  year.    Plarttoulars  as  to  subscriptions,  Government  subsidy,  Ac,  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  27,  Part  V,  Section  II. 

Eawkelbiiry  Agricnltnnl  Colleflre. 
Miimimbidgee  and  Sichmond  Siver  Experimental  Fanni. 
For  particulars  of  these  esUblishments,  see  Table  No.  26,  Part  V,  Section  IL 

Anetralian  Moiical  Aieociation. 
This  association  has  been  constituted  on  a  cosmopolitan  and  edoctlo  basis,  with  the  object  of  raising  and 
maintaining  the  standard  of  muUc  in  the  Colony  bv  creating  an  incentive  to  more  careful  study.  To  this  end,  the 
association  nolds  public  examinations  and  grants  diplonuis  of  merit.  Four  scholarships  were  awarded  in  1884,  the 
funds  for  which  were  derived  from  the  examination  fees.  In  the  praotios]  examinations,  226  candidates  presented 
themselves,  of  which  176  were  successful,  and  in  the  theoretical  examinations,  twenty -three  candidates  passed  and 
eight  faUed. 

Sydney  IdedertafU. 
The  Society  was  founded  in  1882,  and  has  for  its  object  the  practice  and  production  at  concerts  of  male  part« 
sinking.  Each  year  the  Societv  gives  6  concerts,  including  2  smoke  concerts.  The  number  of  vocal  members  is  91, 
and  orchestral  88  ;  and  the  subwribers  numbered  over  600  in  1804.  It  is  proposed  to  admit  ladies  into  the  Society 
in  order  to  make  the  concerts  more  attractive  and  infuse  now  interest  in  the  Liedertafel.  The  number  of  works 
performed  at  the  1894  concerts  was  24,  viz.,  cantatas  8,  part-songs  16  (6  accompanied  and  10  unaccompaniedX  and 
orcliestral  pieces  5. 

HetropoUtan  Liedertafel. 
The  object  of  the  Metropolitan  Liedertafel,  which  was  established  in  188S,  is  the  cultivation  of  part  singing 
for  male  voices.    The  total  number  of  concerts  given  since  its  inauguration  is  &S. 

Sydney  Amateur  Orchestral  Society. 
This  Society  was  established  in  1892  for  the  cultivation  of  purely  orchestral  music.   The  number  of  subscribers 
in  1894  was  258,  while  the  performing  members  numbered  58.    Four  concerts  were  given  during  the  season  1894, 
the  number  of  works  performed  being  26,  some  of  which  were  by  Australian  oomposers. 

Sydney  Philharmonic  Society. 
The  object  of  this  society  Is  the  cultivation  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music  by  prsoticeand  public  performance. 
In  1894,  there  were  295  subscribers  and  298  performing  vocal  members,  while  the  orchestra  consisted  of  40  members, 
who  are  assisted  at  concerts  by  professional  artists.    During  1804, 10  concerts  were  given  by  the  Society,  in  addition 
to  which,  the  members  assisted  at  another  concert  for  the  benefit  of  the  conductor. 

Trinity  College  (London)— Vew  Sonth  Wales  Centre. 
The  local  examinations  in  connection  with  the  Trinity  College  were  inaugurated  in  1881.      At  the  1895 
examination  the  number  of  candidates  was  922  of  whom  123  attempted  the  senior  paper,  227  the  intermediate,  and 
572  the  Junior.    The  number  of  certificates  gained  was  609,  vis.  :— 90  in  the  senior  division,  183  in  the  intermediate, 
and  426  in  the  Junior. 

Sydney  College  of  Hnsie. 
The  objects  of  the  College  are  to  advance  the  art  and  science  of  music  generally ;  to  provide  scholarships, 
prises,  &c.,  from  the  surplus  accruing  from  lecture  fees,  examination  fees,  Ac  ;  to  grant  diplomas  and  certiflcates  to 
successful  candidates,  and  in  any  other  way  to  encourage  the  study  of  music.  The  number  of  candidates  who 
presented  themselves  at  the  December,  1894,  examinations,  was  155,  of  whom  121  satisfied  the  examiners,  and  were 
awarded  certificates,  &c

State  Aid.— Under  Act  7  Will.  IV,  No.  3,  passed  in  the  year  1838,  State  Aid  waa  oxtended  to  the  different  deoomlaatioM. 
Previous  to  that  date  the  Church  of  England  was  the  only  one  in  receipt  of  it^  Only  four  depomin^tione,  bowcrer,  aeeffM 
the  privilege  accorded,  viz.,  the  Church  of  Kngrland,  Roman  Catholic,  Presbyteriaii,  and  Wedejmn  Ifetliodiei.  In  1881;  nate 
Act  2(5  Vic.  No.  10,  all  future  grants  of  public  money  in  aid  of  public  worship  were  prohibited,  and  State  Aid  was  oonflnedsoUy 
to  the  152  niiniuters  who  were  at  that  date  in  receipt  of  stipends.  This  number,  at  tite  end  of  1894,  was  reduced  by  deatli  or 
other  causes  to  45.  Although  no  recognition  or  assiiitance  is  given  to  any  religious  denomination  by  the  State,  a  ciaoKk 
the  Statute  provides  that  mmisters  may  receive  stipends  from  the  Government  wlien  uMjoa  as  chaplains  to  Penal  EstiUiik- 
mcnts,  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  Government  Cluiritable  Institutions.  Ministers  who  bold  positions  of  this  descriptiaa 
are  not  included  in  the  subjoined  table.

DiOCesJUt  Qynodl.— In  1866  a  conference  of  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  in  New  South  Wales,  together  with  Clerical  and 
l^y  Reprtsentatjves  from  t»ch  Diocese,  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  up  Constitutions  for  the  management  and  good 
H^vemment  of  the  Church,  and,  legi^ative  sanction  having  been  obtained,  the  Bishop  of  Sydney  summoned  the  first 
Synod  of  the  Dioctse  of  Sydney  to  meet  in  December  of  the  same  year.  Synods  meet  annually  in  each  Diocese,  and 
uiomben  are  elected  every  three  years. 

Prorinciftl  and  Oeneral  STllodl.— Each  Diocesan  Synod  elects  from  its  members  an  equal  number  of  Clerical  and 
I  .ay  Members  to  the  Provincial  9}'nod  of  New  South  Wales,  which  meets  once  in  three  years,  and  also  Clerical  and  Lay 
Representfttivce  to  the  Oeneral  Synod  of  the  Dioceses  of  Austealia  aod  Tasmania,  which  meets  once  in  five  years  imder  the 
presidency  of  the  Bishop  of  Sydney  as  Primate. 

Xoore  TheologiCftl  College.— This  college  was  founded  in  1856.  It  was  originally  carried  on  at  Liverpool,  but  in 
1  b**9  the  college  was  transferred  to  Sydney.  New  buildings*  erected  close  to  St.  Paul's  (alBliated)  College  and  the  University, 
were  opened  August,  18M.  The  course  of  study  extends  over  two  years,  exoepi  for  University  mduatss,  from  whom  only 
one  year's  residence  is  required.  Married  students  are  permitted  to  be  non-resident.  A  certifloate  is  granted  on  passing 
the  final  examination  satisfaotorily.

ROMAN  CATHOUC  CHURCH. 

Jurisdiction.-  The  Roman  Catholic  population  of  Australia  was,  until  1834,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of 
Maiiritiii-i,  Imt  in  that  year  Sydney  was  constituted  a  See,  which  included  within  its  jurisdiction  the  whole  of  Australia  and 
Tasinaiiiii,  the  liishop  of  which  bore  the  title  of  Vicar-Apostolic  of  New  Holland.  In  1842  Pope  Gregory  XVI  jjave  a 
tanonical  fonn  to  Church  trovemmcnt  by  establishinfr  a  Hierarchy,  raisinfir  the  Vicar-Apostolic  to  the  rank  of  Archbishop, 
with  l;i«.hops  of  H<)l»art  and  Adelaide  as  Suffn^rans.  The  Colony  of  New  South  Wales  forms  the  Province  of  Sydney,  which 
has  httiu  from  time  to  time  subdivided,  and  now  comprises  an  Archdiocese  and  six  Dioceses.  In  18&5  the  occupant  of  the 
Archir]>is(ti{>a)  Sec  was  created  a  Cardinal.    He  is  assisted  by  a  Bishop  Auxiliary.

Church  Property.— During  the  year  1894  steps  were  taken  to  amend  the  *'  Presb^-terian  Chorch  Property  lUmgc- 
ment  Aot  of  1881."  and  on  the  22nd  December,  1804,  the  "  Presb>'terian  Church  Property  lUnasement  Act  of  UU,'  vi< 
assented  to  by  ParliAmcnt  The  Act  gives  power  to  the  Assembly  to  grant  permisiion  to  Tnutoes  to  mortfige  Onr: 
property,  and  a  clause  was  introduced  validating  existing  mortgages.  Provision  was  also  made  for  Tmeteea  to  hold  proiMt.' 
for  the  Church  generally.  The  Church  Property  Law  and  Documents  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Geneva!  Assembly,  kecfk 
a  Register  of  all  Church  projterties  and  causes  Trustees  to  be  gazetted.

Constitution.— A  separate  and  independent  constitution  was  given  to  the  Wesleyan  Methodists  in  Australia  in  18S4 
by  the  English  Conference,  which  derives  its  confltitation  from  a  Deed  Poll  of  28th  Februa*^',  1784,  executed  and  enrolled 
in  the  Ilign  Court  of  Chancery  in  England. 

Annual  and  General  Conferenoes.— The  government  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  in  New  South  Wales  is 
vested  in  the  Annual  Conference  of  derioal  and  lav  representatives  under  the  chairmanship  of  a  President  elected  from  its 
uieuibers.  Representatives  are  appointed  from  the  Annual  Conference  to  the  General  Conference,  which  assembles  once  in 
three  years,  or  at  other  intervals,  as  may  be  arranged. 

Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  Property  Act,  1889.— This  Act  provides  for  the  appohitment  of  Trustees  to 
hold  all  lands  belonging  to  the  Church,  and  gives  power  to  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  to  mortgage,  exchange,  or  lease 
Church  properties.  It  also  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  Oustodisji  and  Acting-Custodian  of  Deeds,  to  be  notified  by 
the  President  of  the  Conference,  published  in  the  QovemmerU  Oaxette,  and  registered  in  the  Land  Titles  Otllce.

Leprosy.— The  Leprosy  Act  of  1800  (54  \1c.  No.  20)  empowers  the  Board  of  Health  to  detain  and  isolate  persons 
MifTcriti^j;  from  Ic])rosy,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act  a  place  has  been  set  apart  at  Little  Bay,  and  proclaimed  as  a  Lazaret, 
fur  their  rece]>t  ion  and  treatment.  The  wants  of  the  patients  are  carefully  attended  bo  by  an  experienced  wardsman  in  charge 
utul  hy  attcTKlunts  and  nurses,  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the  Coast  Hospital. 
On  the  3lMt  l>eccmber,  1&U4,  there  were  40  per8onr-S5  males  and  5  females— m  the  Lazaret.

Certificates  of  Competency.— Certificates  are  granted  to  nurses  after  three  years'  training,  on  passing  satisfactory 
oral  And  written  examinations,  which  are  conducted  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  different  hospitals. 

Certificates  in  Midwifery.— The  medical  officers  attached  to  the  Benevolent  Asylum,  Sydney,  errant  certiflcates  in 
midwifery  to  trained  nurses  after  having  undergone,  to  their  satisfaction,  a  six  months'  course  of  mstruction  at  that 
institution. 

The  Women's  Hospital  and  Dispensary,  Sydney.— This  Institution  combines  in  its  plans  and  objects— A  mater- 
nity hospital  where  poor  and  necessitous  women  can  receive  care  and  attention  during  their  accouchement ;  medical  and 
nursin)^  aid  for  poor  women  at  their  own  homes  during  their  accouchement :  medical  and  surgical  aid  for  women  suflFering 
from  diseases  iieculiar  to  their  sex,  as  indoor  or  outdoor  patients ;  a  training  school  where  obstetrical  nursing  in  all  its 
liratiches  may  be  taught  and  certiflcates  of  efficiency  granted.  There  are  on  the  nursing  staff  1  matron,  1  head  niu-se,  and  18 
nurses  under^^'oing  midwifery  course.

Government  Hospital  (Coast,  Little  Bay).— This  hospital  is  entirely  a  Government  institution,  administered  by 
the  Depariinent  of  the  M«lical  Adviser  to  the  Government.  It  is  situated  at  little  Bay,  distant  a  few  miles  south  of  Sydney. 
Patieuts  are  not  charged  any  fees. 

Other  Government  Hospitals.— There  are  hosnitals  in  connection  with  the  MiKtary  Barracks,  Paddington,  Oovcm> 
raent  Asylums  for  the  Insane,  and  also  those  for  the  Infirm  and  Destitute,  and  at  the  principal  Gaols  in  New  South  Wales. 

Suhsidised  Hospitals.- Including  the  Government  Coast  Hospital  at  Little  Bay,  at  the  end  of  1804  there  were 
100  general  hospitals  subsidised  by  the  Government  open  for  the  admission  of  patients.  A  hospital  Is  in  course  of  con- 
struction at  Lithgow,  and  a  sum  of  £188  has  been  snheenbed  for  the  purposes  of  a  hospital  to  be  erected  at  Blarney.  The 
subsidy  consists  of  £  for  every  £  collected  by  the  hoq>itiU,  and  is  granted  conditionallj' :  (1st.)  That  the  hospitm  admits  all 
accidents  and  urgent  cases  brought  to  its  doors ;  (2nd.)  That  all  dfestitute  cases  recommended  by  the  Police  Magistrate  or 
other  approved  otficer  (among  whom  are  to  be  considered  the  Government  Medical  Officer  and  the  chief  local  officer  of  Police) 
luxiat  be  admitted  without  delay  ;  and,  (3rd.)  That  cases  of  fever,  erysipelas,  and  other  infectious  diseases,  must  be  admitted 
as  well  as  ordinary  cases,  and  suitable  provision  made  for  their  aooommodation  and  treatment. 

Unsnbsidised  Hospitals.— At  Sydney  (St  Vinoent'sX  Auburn,  and  Lewlsham,  there  are  hospitals  under  the  care  of 
the  Sisters  of  Charity  and  the  Nurring  Sisters  of  the  Little  Company  of  Mary,  of  the  Boman  Catholic  Church.    The  patients

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No.  8.— HOSPITALS— conhnM€d 

Convalescent  Hospitals— **  T'Aowui*  WtiUterf'*  Parramatta  River.—The  Thomas  Walker  Convalescent  Hospital 
situate  oil  the  Parramatta  River,  at  Concord,  is  a  privatelv  endowed  hospital,  neither  subsidised  by  the  Government  nor  in 
rr-ceipt  of  aid  from  the  public.  Although  no  recommendation  is  required,  ^rsons  cannot  be  admitted  v^ithout  an  official 
inedic-al  certificate,  si^oied  b}'  one  of  the  hon.  examining  or  medical  visiting  officers  of  the  Institution.  The  period  of  sojourn 
is  liinite<i  to  four  weeks  for  each  patient,  but  the  medical  officer  may,  if  deemed  necessaiy,  readmit  an}*  patient  for  a  further 
pcrio<l  of  four  weeks.  Persons  eligible  for  admission  are  those  convalescing  from  serious  illness,  or  active  surtrical  treatment, 
and  tiicse  who  have  fallen  into  a  sickly  condition  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  examining  medical  officer,  will  be  benefited  by  a 
few  weekH  residence  in  the  country.  **Carrington  Centennial"  Camden,— This  hospital,  situated  at  Camden,  42  miles  from 
Sydney,  acts  as  a  hospital  for  the  admission  of  convalescent  patients  from  the  Metropolitan  Hospitals.  Government  patients 
sent  either  direct  from  the  Hospital  Admission  J[>epdt,  or  from  hospitals  when  the  acute  s>'mptom8  of  illness  have  subsided, 
are  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  2s.  per  day.    The  hospital  is  in  receipt  of  the  usual  subsidy  from  the  State. 

Hospital  for  Consiunptiyes.— With  the  exception  of  the  Thirimere  Home  for  Consumptives  (for  particulars  of 
which  see  pp.  7S7,  780,  707),  there  is  no  institution  for  the  special  treatment  of  consumptives,  and  no  hospital  in  New  South 
Wales  for  the  residence  and  care  of  persons  in  whom  the  disease  of  tubercular  phthisis  has  advanced  beyond  its  early  and 
possibly  curable  stage.

Government  Subsidy  to  Hospitali.— Although  there  is  no  statutory  provision  as  to  payments  being  made  by 
IJovcnuuent  to  gcueral  hoepitalzi,  the  amount  of  subsidy  annually  paid  has  been  at  the  rate  of  £1  for  every  like  amount 
received  by  private  subscription.  By  Act  30  Vic.  IJo.  19,  provision  was  mado  for  the  inspection  of  Hospitals  and  other 
InstitutioiH  aideti  by  Government  in  order  to  ensure  the  proper  application  of  grants.  Trustees  of  Hospitals  are  permitted, 
under  Act  45  Vie.  No.  3,  to  invest  the  funds  in  various  securities.  At  meetings  held  for  the  election  of  Officers, 
annual  suliscribcrs  of  £1  or  those  who  have  paid  £10  in  one  sum  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  are  entitled  to  vote. 

Hospital  Saturday  Fund.— The  Association  for  the  control  of  this  Fund  has  been  registered  under  the  Joint  Stock 
Companies'  Act  not  for  profit,  but  to  give  legal  status  and  enhance  public  confidence  in  the  conduct  of  business.  Suburban 
committees  have  been  appointed  ami  new  collections  initiateti.  The  total  income  for  1894-5  was  £3,547,  an  increase  of 
£1,508  on  1893-4.  Both  in-door  and  out-door  collections  have  been  made,  the  former  taking  place  throughout  the  year  and 
the  latter  once.  The  necessary  expenditure  amounted  to  £175.  All  duties,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  arc  ]>erfonncd  by  volunteers.  £3,400  was  distributed  among  the  following  institutions :— Sydney,  £1,000 ;  Prince 
Alfred.  'jL6m  ;  St.  Vincent's,  £450  ;  01ebe_(Children's),  £325  ;  Camden  (Carrington),  £175;  Parramatta.  £140  ;  North  Shore, 
£140;  Balniain,  £140;  Lewisham,  £125;  Thirlmere  Home  for  Consumptives,  £100;  Auburn  (St.  Joseph's),  £60;  Croj'don 
(Western  Suburba),  £60 ;  and  Kogarah  (St.  George's),  £25. 

Hospital  Sunday.— The  Metropolitan  Friendly  Societies,  Fire  Brigades,  and  other  bodies,  as  well  as  those  of  some  of 
(he  suburban  and  country  districts,  organise  processions  in  their  respective  localities  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  parading 
the  streets  and  collecting  subscriptions  from  tho  public  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  hospitals.  The  amounts  thus  collected  in 
the  Metropolis  during  1892,  '93,  '94,  and  '95  were  £202,  £191,  £264,  and  £208,  respectively.

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No.  10.— INSANITY.— GOVERNMENT  HOSPITALS  FOE  INSANE. 

The  Lunacy  Act,  1879  (42  \lc.  No.  7),  as  amended  in  1898  by  Act  66  Vic.  No.  23,  provides  for  the  proclamation  of 
lio\  cruiucnt  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  and  for  the  granting  of  licenses  to  private  houses. 

Admission  of  Patianta.— Under  the  provisions  of  the  Luna<7  Act  Further  Amendment  Act,  1893  (56  Vic.  No.  23)* 
the  order,  request,  medical  certificates,  or  other  documents  by  which  an  insane  person  has  been  received  into  a  Hospital  for 
the  insane  may  be  amended  under  process  much  more  simple  than  was  providea  for  by  the  original  Lunacy  Act 

Inflnz  of  Insane  Penoni .— For  many  years  there  has  been  an  influx  to  the  Institutions  of  persons  who  were  insane 
on  arrival  in  New  South  Wales,  or  became  insane  shortly  afterwards,  and  this  influx  has  of  late  years  been  greater  by 
rtason  of  enactments  in  neighbouring  colonies.  Act  56  Vic  No.  23,  section  4,  renders  the  owner,  charterer,  agent,  or  master 
liable  for  the  maintenance  of  any  insane  person  landed  in  New  South  Wales.  Under  its  provisions  10  cases  were  reported 
between  the  time  it  came  into  force  (June,  180SX  and  the  end  of  1804.  Of  these  7  soon  recovered  and  were  discharged,  2  were 
returned  by  the  steamship  companies  to  the  ports  from  which  they  were  shipped,  and  1  remained  in  hospital  at  the  charge 
of  the  o\«-ner3  of  the  ship  in  which  he  arrived.

Licensed  Houses  for  the  Insane.— The  number  of  Oovemment  patients  at  the  Licensed  House,  Cook's  River, 
was  kepi  at  50  during  1894,  vacancies  bv  death  being  filled  by  transfers  of  others  from  the  bonpitalfl.  All  the  Goremmat 
patients  were  removed  from  this  institution  to  Ctovemment  Hospitals  before  the  close  of  the  year.  The  cost  dorau 
1894  of  Government  patients,  after  deducting  collections,  was  £2,86|.  Under  sections  42  and  48  of  the  Act  two  oottspn  st 
Picton  have  been  licensed  each  for  a  single  patient ;  and  under  section  24  a  license  was  granted  to  a  house  at  Bjde  for  the 
reception  of  6  female  patienta 

Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Kenmore.— in  November,  1804,  an  Act  was  assented  to  which  (Auctioned  the  erectioB  of 
a  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Kenmore,  near  Goulbum.    The  buildings  are  now  in  coiuse  of  erection.

Observation  Wards  Darlinghimt  and  Parramatta  Gaols.— These  wards  are  set  apart  for  the  detention  of  any 
Tirisoner  who  may  be  supposed  to  be  insane,  or  who,  from  mentsl  imbecility,  may  be  supposed  to  be  unfit  for  penal  discipline 
in  order  that  he  may  be  tnere  placed  under  observation,  until  certified  by  two  medical  practitioners  that  he  is  of  sound 
mind,  or  is  insane  and  a  fit  subject  for  detention  in  the  horoital  for  criminal  insane.  25  persons  were  in  the  wards  on  31st 
Dec.,  1893,  and  250  were  received  dtiring  1894,  making  a  total  of  276  under  observation.  Of  these,  232  were  discharged  as 
not  insane,  22  were  sent  to  hospitals  for  insane,  1  died,  and  21  remained  on  81st  Dec.,  1894. 

Temporary  Cases.— The  absence  Of  any  provision  for  the  treatment  of  temporary  cases  of  insanity,  or  the  mor 
pronounced  cases  in  the  early  stages,  in  local  hospitals  or  receiving  houses,  renders  the  arrangement  under  which  cases  are 
treated  in  gaols  unavoidable.    The  majority  of  the  cases  are  only  under  treatment  for  brief  periods,  or  during  transit  to 
ho8))ital8  for  the  insane.

In  addition  to  these  there  were  certain 
persons  certified  to  be  insane  whilst  awaiting  trial,  or  found  to  be  insane  by  jury  on  arraignment.  Persons  ser>-ing  long 
sentences  are  not  now  received  at  this  Hospital.

No.  12.— STATE  CHILDREN'S  RELIEF  BOARD. 

state  Children.— The  State  Children's  Relief  Act  (44  Vic  No.  24)  passed  in  April,  18S1,  provides  for  the  removal 
of  any  SUitc  Child  from  an  Asvlum  or  Charitable  Institution,  and  for  its  being  "boarded  out"  in  the  house  of  some 
licensed  person  until  such  child  attains  the  age  of  12  years.  The  administration  of  the  Act  is  entrusted  to  a  Board  of 
nine  persons,  empowered  to  apprentice  children  for  periods  not  exceeding  five  years.  The  Boarding-out  OflScer,  when 
directed  by  t)ie  Chief  Secretary,  has  authority  to  remove  children  from  Reformator>'  Schools,  and  cause  them  to  bo 
boarded  out  for  any  period  not  extending  beyond  the  term  of  detention  imposed.  The  Board  may  direct  the  restoration 
of  a  child  to  its  parent  or  guardian  on  such  terms  as  may  be  deemed  proper.

No.  13.— GHILDBEN'S  PROTECTION  DEPARTMENT. 

Children's  Protectioxi  Act.— Under  the  Children's  Protection  Act  (65  Vic.  No.  80),  it  is  not  lawful  for  a  person, 
other  than  a  guardian  or  theOflicersof  a(3iaritable  Institution,  to  agree  upon  payment  ox  a  premium  to  receive  a  child 
under  the  age  of  three  years,  for  the  purpose  of  its  being  adopted,  reared,  or  nursed,  apart  from  its  parent.  The  limit 
of  the  maintenance  fee  allowed  for  these  children,  and  the  time  of  instalments,  hare  also  been  fixed.  Persons  adopting  or 
otherwise  taking  charge  of  children  are  compelled  to  be  registered.  Children  under  14  years  of  age  are  also  protected  by 
the  Act,  as  they  are  not  permitted  to  take  pa^  in  performances  of  a  dangerous  character. 

Extension  of  Proyisions  of  ▲ct.—The  Children's  Protection  Act  was  only  partially  in  force  between  the  14th 
August,  1892,  and  7th  July,  1803 ;  at  the  latter  date,  however,  its  provisions  were  extended  in  order  to  embrace  the  whole 
of  Mew  South  Wales. 

Lying-in  homes.— These  homes  come  under  the  provisioDB  of  the  Act,  and  all  births  must  be  registered.  In  the 
ease  of  still-bom  children,  the  certificate  of  a  qnalifled  person  must  be  obtained  previous  to  interment.

No.  14.— GOVEBNMENT  LABOUR  BUREAU. 

Believing  Branch.— The  Government  distributed  41,884  rations,  the  average  number  of  families  in  receipt  of  relief 
being  368.  During  the  year  the  cost  of  the  rations  was  £3,097,  inclusive  of  £131  given  as  special  relief  in  sickness.  A  ration 
consists  of  3  lb.  meat,  4  lb.  bread,  i  lb.  tea,  and  4  lb.  sugar.  Shelter  has  been  provided  for  the  homeless  by  the  issue  of 
53,582  tickets,  which,  at  the  rate  of  Id.  each  per  night,  makes  the  total  cast  of  belter  £233  5s.  2d.  A  special  feature 
introduced  during  1893  was  sending  out,  fossickmg  on  the  old  goldflelds,  those  of  the  unemployed  who  desired  to  do  so.  To 
each  of  these,  in  addition  to  a  free  miner's  right  and  railway  pass,  a  ration  was  supplied  valued  at  2s.  6d.,  and  consisting  of 
10  lb.  flour,  6  lb.  sugar,  and  1  lb.  tea.  For  the  year  emling  17th  February,  1895,  2,820  of  these  miners*  rations  had  been 
issued,  at  a  total  cost  of  £232.

Other  Charities.— In  addition  to  the  information  given  in  these  Notes,  statistics  are  published  in  the  preceding  paj^'cs. 

Government  Charitable  Institntions. 
The  (Government  Charitable  Institutions  at  the  end  of  1894  were  as  follow  :— Boys'  Home  and  Carpenterian 
Uefornuitory  at  Eastwood  ;  the  Farm  Home  at  Olenfleld  ;  Asvlums  at  Liverpool,  Newiuj^ton  (Parramatta  River), 
(Jcory^i-street  (Parramatta),  Macquarie-strect  (Panrunatta},  ami  Rookwood  ;  and  the  Cottajfc  Homes,  at  Pari-amatta. 
In  addition  there  are  the  Nautical  School  Snip  " Sobraon,"  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  Parramatta,  and  the 
Keliev  ing  Branch  of  the  Government  Labour  Bureau. 

Industrial  Sdiool  for  6irl«,  Parramatta. 

This  Industrial  School  and  Reformatory  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
T>ic  ^Mrls  rtMuain  in  the  Institution  until  18  years  of  age,  unless  apprenticea  before  that  time.  Five  were 
apprenticed  during  181M.    The  value  of  work  performed  by  inmates  during  the  year  has  been  estimated  at  £1,071. 

Shaftesbury  Beformatory  for  Girls,  Sydney. 

The  management  of  this  Institution,  formerly  in  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller-General  of  Prisons,  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Charitable  Institutions.  The  building  has  been  converted  into  a  Receiving  House 
for  State  Children,  with  a  separate  division  for  reformatory  purposes. 

Vantical  School  Ship  "  Sobraon/'  Sydney. 

The  ship  "Sobraon,"  of  2,131  tons  register,  was  purchased  by  the  Government  of  New  South  Wales  for  the 
sum  of  £11,700,  and  fitted  out  as  a  teaining  ship  to  replace  the  '*  Vernon,"  the  boys  of  which  were  transferred 
on  the  Uth  November,  1882.  The  Institution  is  amninistered  by  the  Department  of  Ptiblic  Instruction.  Since  the 
date  of  esUblishment  on  the  6th  May,  1867,  to  30th  April,  1895,  no  less  than  3,194  have  been  committed  to  the 
training  ship. 

In  addition  to  being  used  as  a  training  school  the  "Sobraon"  acts  as  a  reformatory  for  boys.  Although  every 
boy  is  under  control  until  he  is  18  years  of  age,  he  does  not  necessarily  remain  on  the  ship,  but  may  be  apprenticed. 

During  the  year  ending  April,  1805,  there  was  a  daily  average  of  300  apprentices  under  the  guardianship  of 
the  Commander  and  Superintendent. 

Benerolent  Society  of  Hew  Sonth  Wales. 

Tlie  objects  of  t'lis  Society  ai-e  to  relieve  the  poor,  the  distressed,  and  the  aged,  by  affording  them  assistance 
in  the  form  of  provisions.  &c.,  and  small  sums  of  money  to  assist  in  payment  of  rent ;  to  provide  an  asylum  for 
honicle«B  and  deserted  children  and  foundlings,  and  for  children  awaiting  removal  to  other  Asylums ;  to  receive 
sickly  mothers  with  infants,  who  cannot  be  received  in  the  Infirmary  or  other  hospitals,  or  who  may  bo  suffering 
from  the  diseases  of  women.  Tlie  Society  provides  a  Maternity  Hospital,  and  a  tnuning  institution  for  midwives 
and  nur.*es.  The  cost  of  provisions  given  durinfl^  the  year  1894  was  £2,810,  and  money  for  rent.  &c.,  was  distributed . 
to  the  amount  of  £1,822.  The  provisions issuedduring  1894  were— bread,  152,626  loaves  ;  flour,  91,516  lb.  ;  meat, 
r.l,2i:Ub.  ;  sugar,  89,6(;8  lb.  ;  tea,  9,892  lb. ;  sago,  3,494  lb. ;  rice,  2,412  lb. ;  arrowroot,  42  lb. ;  oatmeal,  8,352  lb. ; 
blankets,  22  |)airs ;  boots,  463  pairs;  milk,  995  quarts;  forfar,  9  yards;  raisins  and  currants,  1,580  lb.  (siwciol 
Christmas  gift). 

New  Sonth  Wales  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind. 

This  Institution,  founded  in  1861,  is  situated  on  5  acres  of  land  on  the  Newtown  Rood,  Darlington.  The 
foun<Iation-»tone  of  the  present  building  was  laid  in  1871.  The  school  has  two  sides,  one  for  the  blind  and  one  for 
thf  deaf  and  dumb.  Children  between  the  ages  of  7  and  12,  provided  they  are  sound  in  intellect,  arc  aduiitted 
from  any  part  of  New  South  Wales,  and  under  certain  oonditions  from  Queensland  and  Tasmania.  The  fees  charged 
for  lx>anl,  education,  &c,  are  £40  per  anniun  ;  in  special  cases  a  lower  scale  of  fees  is  adopted  ;  in  cases  of  inability 
to  i>ay.  children  are  admitted  free.  The  terra  of  r^dence  varies  from  2  to  10  years.  In  addition  to  the  usual 
cHlucational  course,  the  girls  are  tauffht  cooking,  household  duties,  needlework,  &c.,  the  deaf  boys  carpentr>-  anrl 
ino<lellin^S  and  the  blind  children  basket-making  and  chair-caning.  The  Braille  svstem  is  used  for  teaching  mu&ic 
and  rcadmg  to  the  blind,  and  in  the  articulacion  classes  the  dumb  have  made  satisfactory'  progres.<<. 

Of  the  pupils  remaining  in  the  Institution  at  the  end  of  1894,  there  were  62  deaf  and  16  blind,  making  a 
total  of  78.    Of  these  72  belonged  to  New  South  Wales,  3  to  Tasnania,  and  3  to  Queensland. 

The  ^dney  Indastrial  Blind  Institntion. 

The  Assodation  has  been  establiihed  in  order  to  furnish  the  industrious  among  the  blind  with  instruction 
in  work,  convenient  rooms  for  working  in,  materials  with  which  to  work,  and  a  place  In  which  the  work  may  be 
advantageously  sold.  At  the  end  of  1804  there  were  84  blind  men  employed  in  bosket-making,  bed-making, 
chair  caning,  mat-making,  matting -weaving,  halter  and  netmaking,  and  it  was  decided  to  commence  the  making 
of  brushes  and  brooms.  The  loss  of  material  and  time  necessary  in  the  course  of  teaching  these  trades  is  borne 
by  subscriptions  and  donations  received  from  the  public 

Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  and  Indastrial  Home. 
The  institution  is  situated  at  Strathfleld.  There  are  two  departments— the  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the 
Blind,  and  the  Industrial  Home  for  Blind  Women  and  Retreat  for  the  Aged  Female  Blind.  The  operations 
incltule  the  imparting  of  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  knitting,  nettiusr,  chair-coning,  and  halter-making  to  bliiid 
(tursons  at  their  own  homes  ;  visiting  countoy  districts  tor  the  purpose  of  osoertoining  fresh  cases  of  blindness,  and 
diMtrihuting  books  for  the  use  of  the  blind.  The  Home  and  Retreat  Deportmeiit  affords  a  permanent  home  for 
uidigent  blind  f enioles,  wlio  are  taught  various  pursuits. 

The  Sydney  Female  School  of  Industry. 

The  number  of  girls  in  thii  institution  is  limited  to  60.  Children  between  the  ages  of  4  and  9  vcars  n.ay 
be  admittcfl.  After  the  age  of  15  years,  the  girls  are  eligible  for  engagement  as  house  servants— for  which  posirion 
they  arc  trained  ;  but  the  Committee  do  net  give  up  entire  superrition  until  the  girls  have  attained  the  age  of  18 
years. 

City  Fight  Beftige  and  Soap  Kitchen. 

At  this  institution,  which  is  situated  in  Kent-street,  Sydney,  shelter  has  been  afforded  to  48,980  persons, 
aivi  I0|,U72  mcala  have  l)oen  given,  being  a  daily  average  of  2^7  for  meals,  and  134  for  shelter.  Sunda>'  breakfasts 
liavc  l>een  )>artakca  of  by  11,195  persons,  and  on  Christmas  Day  a  dinner  was  given  to  420  applicants.  Soup  and 
fool  have  also  l-een  sunplied  to  5,258  women  and  children  for  consampUon  at  their  own  h'fmcs.  Th3  free  registry 
office  in  connection  with  thu  institution  has  found  employment  for  26  persons. 
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Sydney  Vight  Befnge  and  Beformatoxy. 
Dnrinff  18M,  the  number  of  different  men  benefited  by  the   Sydney  Kight  Refive  and  Refonnalory* 
•itnated  at  SUoley-atreet,  wm  2,019.    Shelter  has  been  given  and  breaktaate  proridcd  1S,478  tunei^ 

Boys'  Brigade,  ^dn^. 

The  number  of  boys  on  the  roll  of  the  Brigade  is  400.  The  average  nightly  attendance  dtifioir  ^^^  winter 
months  has  been  ISO.  and  during  the  summer,  86.    The  average  attendance  at  the  Educational  Classes  wan  sa 

Night  shelter  has  been  provided  in  this  institution  for  90  lads,  the  total  number  of  beds  used  b^ng  400,  and 
meals  and  clothing  have  been  given  to  60  destitute  boys. 

A  Penny  Savingt  Bank  was  open  in  connection  with  the  Brigade  throughout  the  year. 

Bagged  Schoola. 

Four  Ragged  Schools  are  situated  within  the  Metropolitan  area,  two  beifig  In  Sydney,  one  at  OHebe  and 
one  at  Waterloo. 

There  are  eight  teachers  engaged  In  the  work,  and  407  children  are  on  the  roll.  No  feet  or  diarges  ot  any 
kind  are  made,  the  purpose  of  the  schools  being  to  provide  free  education  and  training  to  very  poor  and  neiclected 
children.    No  pecuniary  assistance  is  received  troax  the  Government. 

The  Sydney  Female  Beftige  Society. 

The  objects  of  this  Society  are  the  reclaiming  of  unfortunate  and  abandoned  females,  by  provldinir  tbcm 
with  a  place  of  refuge,  and,  after  a  period  of  probation,  restoring  them  to  friends  or  obtiUnlng  suitable  empluyment 
for  them. 

The  Institution,  which  was  established  in  1848,  is  maintained  by  subscriptions  and  donationi  from  the  pabKe, 
and  by  laundry  work  performed  by  inmates,  who  numbered  86  on  the  81st  December,  18M. 

Sydney  Besene  Work  Society. 

Open  A  U  Night  B^ttge  for  Wonun^  Sus»ex-ttreet.— The  total  number  of  beds  supplied  to  women  during  the 
year  was  14,711  and  to  children  0.608.  Meals  have  been  suppUed  in  S7,188  initanoes,  and  d^  work  obtained  for  O08 
women,  situations  being  secured  for  166. 

Home  qf  Hope,  yewtoum.— In  addition  to  large  numbers  of  women  and  children  shelttfed  by  this  InsUtotIco, 
76  sitiuiUons  were  secured  for  women  during  the  year.  A  Maternity  Ward  was  established  at  the  Home  in  the 
month  of  December. 

Women* i  Cnuade  Branch.— Emch  Sunday  morning  and  on  Good  Fridur  and  Christmas  Day,  the  several  citr 
and  suburban  police  stations  have  been  visited.  In  answer  to  appeals  made  on  behalf  of  women  obarg^  *^ui 
vagrancy.  Magistrates  have  in  many  instances  handed  them  over  for  admission  to  the  Home  of  Hope. 

Infants'  Home,  AiMeld. 

The  primary  object  of  the  Home  is  to  provide  shelter  for  unmarried  girls  with  their  first  infants.  In  ord^  to 
free  the  mothers  from  the  temptation  of  the  cnme  of  infanticide. 

The  children  of  widows,  widowers,  and  deserted  wives  are  also  received,  in  addition  to  which  foundltngt 
are  admitted.  The  "  Waller"  ward  was  opened  during  the  year  for  the  isolation  of  children  received  at  the  Institu* 
tion  in  a  bad  state  of  health. 

Sydney  Female  Miation  Home,  Foreet  Lodge. 

The  Committee  of  the  Sydney  Female  Mlssicm  Home  receives  women  for  longer  or  shorter  periods  prertota 
to  their  admission  to  the  Benevolent  Asylum,  and  again,  when  discharged,  offers  them  a  home  and  endeavoon  to 
obtain  situations  for  them.  The  fundamental  principle  of  this  Institution  is  that  mother  and  child  shall  not  be 
separated  if  it  can  possibly  be  avoided. 

Society  for  the  Belief  of  Destitute  Children,  Bandwlck. 
On  the  31st  December,  18d4,  there  were  148  children  in  the  Institution  ;  20  had  been  admitted  during 
the  year,  21  were  discharged,  and  28  apprenticed.  The  total  expenditure  for  1804,  on  aocount  of  maintenance, 
education,  and  general  mansgement,  was  £8,668,  making  the  average  cost  £20  Is.  7d.  per  head,  deduction  bdng 
made  for  contributions  by  parents,  rfo  Government  aid  has  been  received  since  1886.  The  daily  average  nomber 
maintained  in  1806  was  1(51.  The  Institution  is  carried  on  with  the  interest  derived  from  the  investment  of  l^aci«« 
and  bequests,  from  voluntarv  contributions,  and  payments  by  parents.  Slnoe  the  year  1862  the  number  of  chihiien 
benefited  has  been  4,096,  and  only  1  death  has  occurred  during  the  past  seven  years. 

Female  Hight  Befnge  and  Soup  Kitchen,  Sydn^. 
This  Institution,  situate  in  William-street,  is  under  the  care  of  the  Nursing  Sisters  of  the  LitUe  Company  ot 
Mary.    For  the  ten  months  ended  April,  1806.  shelter  was  afforded  to  women  and  children  on  8,000  Qocasions, 
whilo  outdoor  relief  was  given  to  6,468  male  applioant«,  2,000  females,  and  1,266  families. 

St.  Joseph's  Proridenoe,  Sydney. 
The  Providence  is  administered  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph.  A  large  number  of  women  and  chfldreo  were 
received  during  the  year.    The  inmates  on  the  Slst  December  were  IS  women  and  46  children.    Of  the  outdoor 
relief  8  men  received  meals  every  day  and  10  families  were  relieved. 

Mater  Mlsericordiae  Chnrch  Home,  Qydney. 
The  object  of  the  Institution  is  to  provide  a  home  for  respectable  .voung  women,  independent  of  creed,  who 
are  without  means  and  unable  to  procure  suitable  situations,  and  it  alms  to  impart  teaomng  in  laundry  work, 
&c.    Out-door  relief,  consisting  of  food  and  olothinpf,  was  given  daily  throughout  the  year.    The  Home  Is  coo- 
ducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Churdi. 

Home  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  Sydney. 
This  Institution  is  under  the  control  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Samaritan.    IjKondiy  work  is  carried  on  hf 
the  inmates,  who  at  the  end  of  1804  numbered  64. 


This  Institution  is  managed  by  the  Siften  of  the  Good  Samaritan.    The  women  inmates,  who  by  laundry

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St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Home,  Five  Dock. 

The  Homo  is  situated  at  Five  Dock.  Thirty-six  boys  were  in  residence  at  the  close  of  1894,  nearly  all  of  whom 
u(T€'  beinK'  fed,  clothed,  and  educated  free  of  charge.  The  Institution  is  independent  of,  but  receives  assistance 
from,  the  St  Vincent  de  Paul  Society,  and  is  subsidised  by  the  Government 

St.  Martha's  Indnttrial  School  for  Oirla,  Leichhardt. 

The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  have  chaive  of  this  Institution.  Durine  the  year  1894,  the  sum  of  £80  was  received 
as  subscriptions  and  donations,  and  £640  from  other  sources.    The  total  expenditure  amounted  to  £716. 

Blind  Asylum,  Lewisham. 

This  Asylum  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  Hospital  of  the  Holy  Child,  Lewisham.  Thirteen  blind  children 
have  Ijeen  cared  for  during  the  year  1894  by  the  Nursing  Sisters  ot  the  Little  Company  of  Mary. 

Manly  Industrial  Orphan  Eeformatory. 
This  Institution  is  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Samaritan.     At  the  end  of  1894  there  were  55 
inmates.    The  children  are  taught  dressmaking,  knitting,  needlework,  cooking   housework,  millinery,  and  laundry 
work,  &c    The  money  raised  by  the  labour  of  the  children  was  suflBcient  to  support  the  Institution,  but  a  debt  of 
£5,300  remains  on  the  property. 

Home  of  the  Aged  Poor,  Sandwlck. 

This  Institution  is  kept  entirely  on  charity,  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor  making  dally  application  for 
offerings  from  the  public  to  support  the  inmates,  of  which  there  were  67  on  the  8Ut  December,  1894. 

Magdalene  Betreat,  Tempo. 
le  Sifters  of  the  Good  Samaritai 
work  partly  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Retreat,  numbered  70  on  the  81st  December,  1894. 

Churdi  Home  for  the  Intemperate  and  Fallen. 
The  Church  Home,  situated  at  Paddington,  was  founded  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church  of  Englsnd  Tem- 
perance Society.    Laundr}'  work  is  carried  on  at  the  Institution.    Persons  are  received  from  the  police  courts  and 
Jraola.  some  seek  admission  of  their  own  accord,  and  not  a  few  are  recommended  for  admission  by  the  clergy. 
Situations  are  found  for  some  and  others  are  restored  to  Uieir  friends. 

Labour  Home,  Ultimo. 

The  Labour  Home  was  founded  on  the  Ist  July,  1891,  with  a  view  of  discouraging  begging,  and  also  to  help 
respectable  men  when  out  of  employment  to  obtain  food  and  temporary  shelter  in  return  for  a  certain  amount  of 
work  performed.  The  committee  of  the  Home  ocmsiders  that  by  the  s>'stem  employed  in  the  management  of  the 
Institution  assistance  is  given  to  men  to  help  themselves  without  in  any  way  lowering  their  sense  of  self-respect 
The  ruling:  prices  are  sought  to  be  maintained  by  this  Institution  in  the  businesses  of  sawing  and  chopping  fire- 
w  (xhI,  caning  chairs,  and  making  fruit  cases.  In  connection  with  the  Labour  Home  there  is  a  farm  at  Rooty  Hill 
containing  100  acres,  obtained  on  a  five  years'  lease  with  the  right  of  purchase. 

Echo  Home. 
The  "  Echo  Home,"  founded  at  Middle  Harbour,  Sydn^,  as  a  home  for  Inebriates,  was  opened  in  1892 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Local  Option  League  and  Ministers  of  various  denominations.  Men  of  all  creeds,  who 
de«irc  to  restrain  and  reform  their  habits  of  drunkenness,  are  eligible  for  admission.  There  is  accommodation  for 
2-2  (icrsons ;  95  have  been  received  since  the  Home  was  opened,  and  the  average  duration  of  residence  has  been 
bO  days.    The  Institution  is  now  in  receipt  of  a  small  grant  from  the  Government 

Children's  Home,  Balmain. 
This  Home  was  established  in  March,  1898,  at  Ashfleld,  and  removed  to  Balmain  during  1894.    It  is  con- 
ducted by  "  Bethany,**  a  Church  of  England  Deaconess  Institution.    There  were  18  children  in  the  Home  on  Slst 
December,  1894. 

Central  Mission  Children's  Home  (Wesleyan). 

Children's  Home,  Woolloomooloo.— The  Children's  Home  was  opened  on  the  Slst  October,  1893,  with  the 
8anction  of  the  Central  Conmiittee  of  the  Methodist  Mission,  it  beins  stipulated  that  the  Home  should  be  no 
change  on  the  General  Fund  of  the  Mission.  During  the  year  21  children  were  admitted,  6  of  whom  have  been 
rctume<l  to  their  friends,  and  S  have  been  adopted  into  homes  in  the  country.  The  acoonmiodation  is  limited  to 
20  children. 

Other  Charitable  Societies— in  connection  with  Churches. 
In  addition  to  the  Institutions  named,  there  are  societies  connected  with  churches  which  have  been  formed 
chiefly  for  the  distribution  of  food  and  clothing  to  the  poor  who  live  within  the  locality  in  which  the  churches 
arc  situated. 

SalTation  Army  Social  Institutions. 
The  Social  Work  of  the  Salvation  Army  in  New  South  Wales  includes  the  management  of  three  institutions, 
two— the  Rescue  Home  and  Maternity  Home,  Newtown— being  for  women,  and  the  Prison  Gate  Brigade  Home, 
i>ituated  at  St.  Peter's,  for  men.  The  oflloers  of  the  Salvation  Army  attend  the  police  courU,  Sydney,  and  the  gates 
of  the  gaol  with  a  view  to  giving  advice  or  assistance  to  persons  wishing  to  lead  better  lives.  The  report  for  the 
year  ending  30th  June,  1896,  shows  that  152  persons  were  sent  to  situations,  86  were  restored  to  friends,  26  to 
hoMpitols  and  asylums,  138  left  to  seek  emploj-ment,  and  41  were  discharged  for  misconduct  from  the  Prison  Gate 
RriKade  Home.  There  were  63  persons  remaining  in  the  Homes  of  the  Army  on  the  28th  June,  1896.  Beds 
were  supplied  in  26,087  cases  and  80.294  meals  were  given  away.  In  the  Private  Enquiry  Department  246  cases 
were  received  for  investigation,  of  which  87  were  successfully  traced.

The  report  for  1895  states  that  from  900  to  450  free  breakfasts  have  been  given  every  Sunday  doling  toe  yatf, 
in  addition  to  which  18.000  breakfasts  to  destitute  men  were  provided.  The  Retreat  or  shelter  has  boosed  betweca 
150  and  300  i>crsons  every  night,  shelter  being  afforded  92,000  times.  At  the  Sistera*  Home  in  Goulbun-atreet  both 
medical  ailvice  and  medicine  have  been  given  free  in  destitute  cases. 

l*arcels  of  groceries,  meat,  fruit,  and  vegetables  were  distributed  at  Christmas,  and  ringle  men  were  entrr* 
tained  at  the  school  hall  on  Chriiitnias  Day. 

The  receipts  of  the  Mission  during  the  year  amounted  to  £398,  and  the  expenditure  to  £341,  exdusive  of  ths 
value  of  material  in  kind. 

Home  for  Trained  Vurses,  Sydney— District  Nursing. 

The  District  Nurse  in  c<»nncction  with  the  Home  attended  to  119  cases,  and  paid  881  visits  to  the  poor  during 
the  year  endeti  November,  189^1. 

Ladies'  Aid  Society,  Sydney. 

This  sooict>-  was  formed  in  1894  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  relief  to  persons  in  distress  without  distinetioB 
of  creed.  The  revenue  is  derived  chiefly  from  the  holding  of  dances,  an  amount  of  £100  havUig  been  obtained  ia 
this  way  out  of  a  total  of  £237.    The  sum  of  £134  has  been  expended  in  relief. 

Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul. 
The  Particular  Council  of  Sydney  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  includes  20  conferences.    During  1881 
13,727  visits  were  made  to  the  poor  in  their  own  homes ;  l,f>90  families  or  5,947  persons  were  relie\*ed  ;  groowiea  and 


other  ]>rovi8ions  valued  at  £1,344,  and  clothing,  boota,  bedding,  and  medicine  were  given  to  the  poor,  many  of  \ 
were  assisted  to  start  in  businef  s  or  to  obtain  employment.  Twenty -nine  funerals  were  paid  for,  83  passenger  flares 
were  provided,  (K>(5  lo<lgingH  for  a  night  were  found,  in  addition  to  which  this  Society  afforded  other  assistance  to  the 
poor.  The  St.  Vincent  do  Paul  Home,  formerly  called  the  St  Alo\-sius  Home  at  Five  Dock  for  the  relief  of  poor  and 
destitute  boys  is  assisted  materially  by  the  Society. 

Sydney  Hebrew  Ladies  Dorcas  and  Female  Benevolent  Society. 
This  Society  has  been  promoted  in  order  to  relieve  the  wants  of  the  women  and  children.    A  considerable 
number  of  sick  in  hospital  and  in  their  homes  have  also  through  the  instnimcutality  of  the  Society  been  sent 
to  the  country  when  convalescent. 

National  Shipwreck  Eelief  Society  of  Hew  South  Wales. 
The  objects  of  this  Society  arc  to  afford  relief  in  cases  of  distress  to  Widows,  Orphans,  and  Aired  Parents,  or 
others  <lcpendent  upon  Seamen  belonging  to  New  South  Wales,  or  to  vcmboIs  owned  in  New  South  Wales  iriio  have 
lost  their  lives,  or  who  have  l)een  seriously  injured  in  the  iH>rfurmanec  of  their  duty ;  to  relieve  crews  of  vessels  and 
necessitous  passengers  \(Teckcd  in  or  near  New  South  Wales  waters ;  and  to  grant  the  Society's  Uedals  or  rewards 
to  i)ersons  i^eriorming  acts  of  bravei^  in  the  saving  of  human  life.  For  transactious  of  this  Society  since  iia 
establishment,  sec  Table  17,  Part  I,  Shipping. 
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The  Freemasons'  Benerolent  Institiition. 
The  objects  of  the  Institution  are  to  afford  relief  to  aged,  digtreased,  or  infirm  Freemasons  in  New  South  Wales 
and  their  wives  or  widows.    At  the  end  of  the  year  ending  April,  1895,  there  were  12  annuitants  of  the  institution. 
The  receipts  of  the  year  amounted  to  £816,  and  the  expenditure  to  £228, 

The  Highland  Society  of  Hew  South  Wales. 
The  Society  was  founded  in  1878  for  the  social  and  intellectual  improvement  of  its  members,  the  culture  of 
Scottish  literature  and  music,  the  Gaelic  language,  and  the  games  of  Scotland,  to  assist  persons  by  affording  infor- 
mation, and  alHo  helping  them  to  obtain  employment.    A  sum  of  £3.016  has  been  g^ven  as  rdUefand  donated  to 
public  charities  since  1882.    During  1894  an  amount  of  £322  was  distributed  for  these  objects. 

Kaiser  Wilhelm  Spende,  Sydney. 
During  the  year  this  German  Charity  dealt  ysiih  457  coses,  and  the  sum  of  £115  m'os  expended  in  giving 

French  Benevolent  Society,  Sydney. 
During  the  year  1804  this  Society  gave  cash  relief  to  the  amount  oi  £136  to  127  distinct  persons  ;  it  provided 
ani  during  441  days,  paid  raUway  and  steamer  fares  costing  £34,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Society  a  doctor  made 
visits. 

Ashfleld  Benevolent  Society. 
Careful  inquiries  and  visitation  ensures  that  onlv  the  deserving  are  assisted  by  this  Society.      Special 
ristiuas  aid,  consisting  of  clothing,  groceries,  &c.,  was  disbursed. 

Balmaln  Benevolent  Society. 
Food  and  clothing  were  given  to  the  poor  of  the  district  during  the  year,  and  in  two  instances  special  grants  for 
idov«-8  were  obtained  from  the  Queen's  Fund. 

St.  George's  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society,  Eogarah. 
A  regular  band  of  workers  attended  the  weekly  meetings  throughout  the  year,  and  food  and  clothing  have 
eci\  distributed  to  an  average  of  40  families  fortnightly. 

Leichhardt  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society. 
The  Society  affords  temporary  relief  to  the  poor,  by  the  issue  of  relief  tickets  for  provisions,  and  also  by  small 
grants  of  money.    The  report  for  1805  states  that  the  tickets  distributMi  during  the  year  were  valued  at  £280,  and 
hat  £56  in  small  sums  was  also  given.   The  Government  subsidy  of  £194,  and  a  special  gnnt  of  £100,  were  received, 
i  n  addition  to  which  45  blankets  were  obtained  by  the  Society. 

Horth  Sydney  Benevolent  Society. 

This  Society  was  inaugurated  in  July,  1894.    During  the  six  months  ended  December,  subscriptions  to  the 
amount  of  £161  were  received,  £98  of  which  were  spent  in  relief. 

Faddington  Children's  Belief  and  Benevolent  Society. 
Tills  Society  obtains  its  funds  from  Sales  of  Work  by  little  girls.    The  proceeds,  £19  lOs.,  have  been  expended 
u  ndcr  the  direction  of  the  City  Missionary  at  Paddington. 

Fetersham,  Harrickville,  and  District  Benevolent  Society. 
At  the  end  of  1894,  there  were  101  families  on  the  books  of  the  Society,  as  against  92  receivhig  weekly  relief 
1 1    r  ng  the  previous  year.    Old  and  new  clothing  has  been  distributed,  and  medical  advice  gratuitously  given  to 
many  persons. 

St.  Leonards'  Belief  Society. 
Food,  clothing,  and  medicine  have  been  distributed  chiefly  to  people  living  in  tents  in  the  locality.    Small 
nms  of  money  are  f^ven  to  the  poor  who  are  considered  deserving  by  the  Committee. 

Armidale  Ladies'  BeUef  Society. 
The  Society  is  purely  an  Out-door  Relief  Society.    Orders  are  given  on  tradespeople  for  food,  clothing,  &c. ; 
rent,  railway  fxu^,  and  nunhig  fees  are  also  paid.    The  doctors  and  chemists  give  servioes  4nd  medicines  free  to  the 
Society.    Provision  tickets  to  the  number  of  1,056  have  been  issued,  and  Christmas  dinners  provided  for  22  families 
Ground  for  a  Cottage  Home  has  been  granted  by  the  Government 

Bathnrst  Foor  Belief  Society. 
During  the  year  the  Committee  co-operated  with  a  Conmiittee  formed  for  the  temporary  relief  of  the 
uneniplo}  ed  in  establishing  a  soup  kitchen,  in  addition  to  which  tickets  for  food,  fuei,  and  clothing  were  as  usual 
given. 

Broken  Hill  Benevolent  Society. 

Doctors  and  chemists  have  given  gratuitous  services  and  medicines,  in  addition  to  which  outdoor  relief  has 
been  afforded  many  persons  by  this  Society. 

Cooma  Ladies'  Benevolent  Sodety. 
Tliis  Society  was  formed  on  the  1st  October,  1804,  for  the  distribution  of  relief  to  the  poor. 

Olen  Innes  Ladies'  Benevolent  Society. 
Orders  for  relief  were  issued  in  518  instances  during  18M,  against  402  in  the  preceding  year. 
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Goalbnrn  Ladias*  City  Kiision  mnd  Benendent  flodetj. 
A  cottage  is  rented  by  this  Society,  and  shelters  3  old  women  and  a  chikL  In  additioo  to  666  pftrcds  of  groceries 
sent  to  poor  families,  62  Christmas  dinners  were  provided  for  necessitous  persooa  in  their  own  homos,  ftod  412  oca 
were  supplied  ^ith  rations.    Visits  on  behalf  of  the  Society  hare  been  made  by  docton  gnKtnitoiuly. 

Grafton  Beneyolent  Society. 
The  Cottage  Home  has  been  open  during  the  year,  those  able  to  work  earn  soflloient  to  paj  for  temponiy 
shelter,  whilst  others  have  found  a  resting  place  at  the  Home.    Fipod,  clothing,  and  modicineg  lutTO  beeo  given  to  s 
large  number  of  applicants. 

GranTille  Benevolent  Society. 
The  sum  of  £87  was  collected  and  disbursed  in  giving  relief  during  the  year. 

Ghilgong  Belief  Society. 
This  Society  has  been  established  in  order  to  relieve  cases  of  temporaiy  destitation  only.    The  sum  o|  £SI 
was  spent  for  groceries  during  the  year. 

Qnnnedah  Ladiee*  Benevolent  Society. 
During  the  year  1894,  there  have  been  350  distinct  persons  relieved  by  this  Society* 

Hay  Benevolent  Society. 

Temporary  assistance  has  been  given  to  applicants  in  necessitous  drcomsteBces,  pecunlaiy  relief  being 
afforded  to  154  persons,  and  clothing  and  boots  to  49  others. 

Inverell  Benevolent  Society. 
On  accoimt  of  the  stoppage  of  relief  to  strangers  passing  through  the  towndiip  the  ttnin  upon  the  Society 
has  not  been  so  great  as  in  pre\ious  years.    Groceries,  du^,  have  b^n  provided,  27  **»"*"fi  sap]^led  with  food, 
and  Christmas  dmners  have  been  given. 

Idsmore  Ladiee'  Benevolent  Society. 
At  the  date  of  the  annual  report,  4  families  were  in  receipt  of  relioL    106  individuals,  and  87  f*"»n<^  being 
assisted  during  the  year. 

Maitland  Benevolent  Society. 
The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  afford  shelter  and  relief  to  the  poor  and  destitute.    At  the  end  of  1S04  there 
were  42  persons  in  the  Asylum.    Ihiring  the  year  12  men  died,  the  average  age  of  whom  was  77|  yeani    Tonpovaiy 
accommodation  and  assistance  has  been  given  to  many  travellers,  and  about  75  families  have  alM  been  relieved. 


Mndgee  Benevolent  Society. 

The  13  regular  pensioners  of  the  Society  have  been  supplied  with  food  and  fuel,  and  rent InSc ^ 

T\i-enty-ei^ht  were  given  rations,  and  Christmas  gifts  were  made  to  poor  and  desening  families ;  clothing  and  Ua^ets 
were  also  distribute. 

Narrandera  Benevolent  Society. 
The   number  of  cases  relieved  during  the  year  was  24,  or  44  distinct  persons.    The  male  recipients  were 
verj- old  and  unable  to  obtain  work,  whilst  several  of  the  women  were  detstitute  widows  with  families.     Railway 
farca  have  in  some  instances  been  paid.    The  receipts  of  the  Society  amounted  to  £107  and  the  expenditure  to  £79.* 

Newcastle  Benevolent  Society. 
The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  relieve  the  wants  of  the  poor,  by  supplying  them  with  clothes,  foird^  and 
necessaries,  both  in  and  out  of  the  Asylum.  In  connection  with  the  Institution  four  cottage  homes  for  oi^  couples 
have  been  erected.  In  March,  1895,  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  numbered  51.  3,025  families  have  received  outdoor 
relief,  2,377  meals  were  given,  281  beds  provided,  steamer  fares  supplied  in  539  coses,  and  railway  ticlccts  obtained 
in  05  instances,  and  3,600  loaves  of  bread,  190  bags  of  biscuits,  and  in  many  instances  clothing,  have  been  provided 
to  the  necessitous  poor. 

Orange  Benevolent  Society. 

No  complete  record  of  the  number  of  cases  of  outdoor  relief  was  kept  during  1894,  but  £103  was  expended  in 
affording  assistance  to  the  i>oor. 

Farramatta  Benevolent  Society. 
There  are  19  recipients  on  the  books  of  this  Society.    At  the  Traveller's  Rest  shelter  and  beds  have  been 
provided  420  times,  and  401  meals  have  been  given,  in  addition  to  which  L*09  families  have  been  relieved. 

Queanbeyan  Benevolent  Society. 

An  average  number  of  5  cases  was  relieved  by  this  SiK-iety  weekly  throughout  the  year,  the  expenditure 
being  £23. 

Singleton  and  Patrick's  Plains  Relief  Society. 
The  Society  was  fonned  in  June,  1894.    At  the  end  of  December,  £238  and  several  donations  in  kind  had  been 
received  from  the  public.    Food  and  clothing  have  been  given  and  in  some  insUnc«es  rent  i>aid  for  the  poor. 

Tamworth  Ladies  Benevolent  Society. 
One  hundred  and  thirty-one  cases  or  251  individuals  have  receive*!  help.    Owing  to  the  great  nimiber  of  casual 
applicants,  a  restriction  bos  been  placed  against  men  under  (30  \  ears  of  age  unless  in  cases  of  affliction. 
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TMrlmere  Home  for  ContiimptiYei. 

This  is  the  only  Home  in  New  South  Wales  managed  entirely  with  a  view  to  affurd  relief  to  consumptives. 
There  were  33  inmates  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  applications  have  always  been  in  excess  of  vacancies. 

The  Ingtitution  was  formerly  a  private  foundation,  but  during  the  last  two  years  has  been  administered  by  a 
Board  of  Management  appointed  by  the  public  subscribers. 

Uralla  Ladiet  BeUef  Society. 
The  Sooietv  was  inaugurated  in  July,  18W.   During  the  half-year  ending  with  December  the  receipts  amounted 
to  £45,  and  £14  had  been  expended  in  giving  relief. 

Wagga  Wagga  Benevolent  Society. 
The  Society  received  £63  during  1894,  of  which  £32  was  received  as  Govenunent  subsidy  for  1803.    The 
expenditure  amounted  to  £30. 

Wollongong  Benevolent  Society. 
The  Society  relieved  314  indiddual  cases  at  an  expenditure  of  £168. 

Soman  Catholic  Orpliana^,  Albnry. 
The  Sisters  of  Mercy  have  char^  of  this  Institution.    From  the  resources  of  a  farm  of  62  acres  and  careful 
management  the  average  cost  of  mamtenanoe  of  the  children  is  very  small    There  were  53  girls  in  the  Orphanage 
on  3l8t  December,  1®4. 

Bathont  Soman  Catholic  Female  Orphanage. 
From  some  of  the  children  who  have  one  parent  living  pavments  were  received  during  the  year,  the  amount 
of  £40  being  so  obtained.    The  Orphanage,  which  is  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  had  an  expemuture  of  £401 
during  1894. 

Gonlhnrn  Soman  Catholic  Orphanage. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  43  children  were  inmates  of  this  Orphanage,  which  is  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy. 
£303  was  spent  in  maintenance  during  1894. 

St.  Joseph's  Orphanage,  Xincnmher. 

The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  conduct  this  orphanage  for  boys.  Seventy  children 
were  under  its  care  on  the  81st  December,  1894,  and  of  the  20  who  were  discharged  during  the  year  6  were  taken  by 
their  friends,  5  apprenticed,  and  the  remainder  provided  with  homes. 

St  Ann's  Orphanage,  Liverpool. 

Most  of  the  contributions  to  this  orphanage  take  the  form  of  food  and  clothing.  At  the  end  of  1894,  70  girls 
were  in  this  Institution,  which  is  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Soman  Catholic  Orphanage,  Singleton. 
The  Sisters  of  Men^maintained  this  orphanage  during  1804  at  a  cost  of  £140.    No  account  was  kept  of  the 
outdoor  relief  afforded.    There  were  10  girls  as  inmates  on  the  81st  December. 

Institution  for  Deaf  and  Dnmb,  Waratah. 
This  Institution,  which  is  under  the  care  of  the  Dominican  Nuns  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  has  beds  for 
24  inmates.    At  the  end  of  1894  there  were  4  boys  and  10  girls  in  residence. 

Aborigines  Protection  Board. 

The  Board  appointed  by  the  Government  for  the  protection  of  the  Aborigines  of  New  South  Wales  consists  of 
8  members.  During  1894  a  total  sum  of  £15,811  was  expended  on  behalf  of  the  Aborigines,  and  on  the  31st 
December  last  Aboriginal  children,  numbering  580,  were  receiving  instruction  in  schools.  The  total  population  on 
Slst  December,  1894,  was  7,021  (3,756  full  bloods  and  8,265  half  castes).  There  are  99  reserves  for  the  use  of  aborigines 
in  various  parts  of  New  South  Wales,  the  total  area  being  24,132  acres. 

,  The  Animals'  Protection  Society  of  Few  South  Wales. 

This  Society  vns  established  in  1873  for  the  purpose  of  preventing,  by  every  legitimate  means,  cruelty  to 
animals ;  to  assist  in  having  laws  passed  and  effectualiv  enforced  for  the  attainment  of  this  object ;  to  promote  the 
principles  of  the  Society  bv  the  publication  and  drculatfon  of  literature ;  and  by  addresses,  lectures,  and  priio  essaA^s 
to  further  its  objects.  The  Society  works  under  the  pro\isions  of  Act  14  VIo.  No.  40,  which  provides  for  the 
apprehension  of  offenders :—  *'  When  and  so  often  as  any  of  the  offences  against  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
happen,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  constable,  upon  bis  own  view  thereof,  or  upon  the  complaint  and 
information  of  any  other  person,  who  shall  declare  his  or  her  name  and  place  of  abode  to  said  constable,  to  seise  and 
secure  by  the  authority  of  this  Act. any  such  offender,  and  forthwith,  without  any  other  authority  or  warrant, 
to  convey  such  offender  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  be  dealt  with  by  such  Justice  for  such  offence  according  to 
law."  During  the  year  endinsr  30th  June,  1894,  the  two  Inspectors  nave  prosecuted  174  personS|Obtained  189 
convictions,  and  cautions  haveoeen  given  by  them  on  aooount  of  minor  offenoet  in  871  Instances.  The  receipts  of 
the  Society  for  the  year  amounted  to  £687,  and  expenditore  to  £669. 

Boyal  Society  for  Prerention  of  Cmeltj  to  Animals.— Women's  Branch. 
Four  hundred  and  ten  prises  were  given  by  this  Society  during  1894  for  essays  written  by  children  uiMin 
aninmis ;  306  Bands  of  Mercy  have  been  formed ;  about  4,000  cards  of  laenibership  and  7,0C0  star  biidges  purchased 
bychildren,  and  as  2.000  have  merely  signed  the  register,  the  members  number  18.000.  At  the  Annual  Meeting, 
pre  sided  over  by  the  Minister  for  Education,  the  attendance  was  8,00a  Seven  honorary  lns|)eotors  have  lieen 
appointed.  Fines  inflicted  by  magistrates  are  handed  to  the  Secretary  to  defray  neoessarv  expenditure.  The 
Society  has  registered  a  newspaper,  which  is  issued  DKmthly ;  and  in  addition  a  large  numW  of  magaslnes  are 
distributed  throughout  the  year.

EndowmeBt— Under  tho  189ih  cImmo  of  the  Municipolitiet  Act  of  1807,  each  Municipality  is  entitled  to  an  annual 
endowment  from  the  State  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  from  its  incorporation.  For  tho  first  five  years  the  sum  annually 
Kranted  equals  the  amount  actually  raised  by  general  rate ;  for  the  next  five  vears  it  is  entitled  to  one-half  of  the 
amount  raised  ;  and  for  the  remaining  five  years  the  proportkm  Is  reduced  to  one-fourth.  At  the  end  of  the  fifteen  years 
the  endo^  uient,  as  defined  by  this  .Vet,  ceases.  Any  furtner  aaristaace  from  the  State  must  be  obtained  by  special  giants. 
The  8tat4}  Kndo>%-nicnt  to  the  Municipal  Council  of  Sydney  iras  discontinued  after  the  year  1889. 

Koad  Grants.— These  grant«  are  made  to  assist  in  maintaining  and  repairing  Government  roads  through  the 
Muincijialities.

Sewerage  Works  of  Metropolitan  Mnnicipalities.— The  general  8\-8tem  of  sewerage  now  being  carried  out  in  the 
Metropolitan  area  will  supersede  the  isolated  systems  of  the  suburban  Municipalities,  and  the  local  works  will  eventuallv 
form  part  of  the  general  scheme.  The  works  constructed  by  the  Councils  of  Sydney,  Redfem,  Darlington,  and  Balmain^ 
now  form  part  of  the  general  system. 

(General  Sewerage  Systems.— The  metropoIlUn  sewerage  system  is  the  only  comprehensive  one  In  the  Colony,  as 
no  country  municipality  has  taken  advantage  of  the  Country  Towns  Water  and  Sewerage  Act  of  1880  to  construct  works 
connected  with  this  service.

VEHICLES  LICEirSED  UITDER  HXnflCIPALITIES  ACT. 

For  Municipal  Year  ended  4th  February,  1895. 

Lioenses.— Under  the  129th  clause  of  the  Municipalities  Act  of  1867  the  Councils  may  impose  a  fixed  charge  on  all 

▼ehiclcs  plying  for  hire  for  the  carriage  of  goods  or  passengers  within  Municipalities.    The  Public  Vehicles  Act  of  1873, 

however,  repeals  the  above  clause  of  the  1867  Act  as  regards  Municipalities  within  the  Police  District  of  Sydney,  the 

control  of  vehicles  in  that  district  being  vested  in  the  Transit  Commissioners. 
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MUinCIPAL  WHASFS. 
This  Act  (66  Vic.  No.  28),  passed  in  June,  1803,  empowers  municipal  authorities  to  lease  and  acquire  lands  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  wharfs.  Jetties,  waiting-rooms,  &c.,  also  to  make  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  wharfti,  kc.^  and 
to  levy  such  tolls  as  may  be  deemed  necessar>'.     The  amount  collected  in  Sydney  during  1894  w'os  £2,527,  and  in  th^ 
mnnidpal  ye^r  18M-6  the  following  sums  were  received,  viz. :— Balmain,  £162 ;  Moeman,  £20 ;  Parramatta,  £21 ;  Sydn 
North,  £112;  Willoughby,  £10;  Woollahra,  £150;  Gosforrl,  £12;  LUmore,  £62;    Newcastle,  £252;  Numba,    £30;  •

ffatar  Supply.— During  1850  the  City  Corporation  was  empowered  to  constmct  water  and  sewerage  works,  and 
li  aooordance  with  such  authority  works  for  each  service  were  carried  out,  but  on  a  limited  scale.  The  water  supply  and 
Mwsnm  s!>'stems  have  been  superseded  by  comprehensive  ones  for  the  whole  Metropolitan  area,  and  the  works  of  tno  City 
Owmrii,  aa  well  as  several  of  the  isolated  systems  in  the  suburbs  now  form  part  of  the  respective  general  schemes.  During 
1M7,  A  Rojral  Commission  was  amx)inted  to  investigate  and  report  upon  proposals  for  supplying  water  to  the  citv  and 
SDlnita.  Two  years  later  the  Commissioners  submitted  a  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  "  Upper  Nepean 
■hene,*'  which  was  accepted.  The  works  are  being  carried  out  under  authority  of  Act  43  Vic.  No.  32,  passed  in  1880, 
sad  the  lint  contract  was  let  in  November,  1870,  and  in  1887  the  works  had  so  far  advanced  that  an  Act  was  passed 
twiftrring  the  control  in  May,  1888,  to  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage.  The  366 1  miles 
ef  WBfter  mains  chiefly  constructed  by  the  City  Council  were  placed  under  the  Board  at  the  same  date.  The  Board  wa» 
istilillsliKl  under  Act  4S  Vic.  No.  32,  as  amended  by  61  Via  No.  28,  and  consists  of  seven  members,  three  of  whom  arc 
witnitad  by  the  Governor,  two  elected  by  the  City  Council,  and  two  by  the  Suburban  and  Country  Municipalities  within 
ihe  Ooaoty  of  Cumberland,  which  are  supplied  by  water.

7ire  Alarm  Telephones. — Telephones  connected  with  the  fire  •tations  are  placed  in  ftre-alanu  boxes  in  all  the 
important  localities  of  the  city  and  suburbs.  The  telephonic  system  at  the  end  of  1894  consisted  of  58  telephones  0 
tdephone  switch  boards,  and  114  telephone  fire  alarms.  Most  of  the  volunteer  fire  stations,  theatres,  music  halls,  kc^  are 
also  hi  direct  communication  with  the  Fire  Brigade  stations.  The  various  police  stations  are  also  in  communication  through 
tlM  Central  Police  Station,  S^'dney,  and  public  offices,  hotels,  wharfs,  business  firms,  and  private  houses  that  are  connected 
with  the  Oeneral  Post  Office  Exchange,  can  transmit  calls  for  fires  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  and  arrangements 
ba^-r  been  made  for  the  watchmen  employed  by  business  houses  to  report  to  the  head-quarters  station  several  times  every

WOLLOSGONQ  HARBOUB  TRUST. 

ThA  Trust*  which  was  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  New  South  Wales,  was  established  in  1889,  and  it  continued  in 
cfemUoo  till  2nd  December,  1805,  when  the  Trust  was  dissolved,  and  the  Government  took  over  the  administratiun  of  the  port. 

Sxpenditure  on  Wollongong  Harbonr.— From  i860  to  1894  the  total  amount  paid  by  the  Government  for  the 
ooMtmction  and  maintenance  of  harbour  works  at  Wollonffonfir  was  £141,090,  of  which  £25,0SS  represents  the  amount  paid 
to  tiie  Trust ;  while  the  balance,  £116,052,  ^'as  expended  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  Trust. 

QoTtmmeilt  Endowment.— Under  section  89,  the  Trust  was  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  £5,000  per  annum  for  the 
Int  Ive  yean  after  the  date  when  the  Act  came  into  force.    The  endowment  expired  on  the  80th  September,  1894.

On  the  ist  May,  1890,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  ''That  in  the  opinion  of  this 
House  all  Public  Tolls  should  be  abolished."  As  tolls  formed  the  chief  item  of  Revenue,  the 
operations  of  the  Trnits  then  existing  have  gradually  ceased,  till  in  1895  only  the  South  Head 
Roads  Trust  and  the  Richmond  Roads  Trust  were  active.  The  expenditure  of  each  Trust  during 
the  half -year  ended  30th  June,  1895,  was  respectively  £1,369  and  £324,  the  balance  in  hand  being 
£324  and  £6.  These  Trusts  only  await  liquidation  of  the  last-mentioned  amounts  before  being 
wound  up. 


DISTRICT  oomrcns. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Maitland  and  Paterson  Councils  all  the  District  Councils  have 
ceased  to  exist,  and,  by  the  abolition  of  tolls  in  1890,  the  operations  of  tlie  two  councOs  mentioned 
have  ceased  as  District  Councils,  but  they  continue  to  act  as  Roads  Trusts,  and  have  been  placed 
on  the  same  footing  as  the  Classified  Roiids  Trusts  under  the  Works  Department.  The  Maitland 
Council  has  49  miles  of  road  under  care  and  the  Paterson  6S. 

The  amounts  advanced  by  the  State  during  1894  were  respectively  £996  and  £1,416.

IBKiaATIOS  TRUSTS,  1894. 

Tmfts  have  been  established,  under  special  Acts,  at  Wentworth,  Hay,  and  Balranald,  but  beyond  the  (tuney  of  the 
txtta,  which  hare  been  vested  in  Trustees,  into  lots  of  from  5  to  40  acres,  and  other  initiator}'  work,  verj-  little  progress 
M  to  settlement  has  been  made. 


Wentworth  Irrigation  Trust. 
This  Trust  was  established  under  Act  54  Tie.  No.  7  (passed  September,  1890).  The  Trustees, 
being  members  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  Wentworth,  were  empowered  to  tap  the  rivers  Darling 
and  Murray,  and  to  coustruct  dams  avid  pumping  machinery  for  irrigation  purposes  and,  upon 
obtaining  permission  from  the  Gorcrnor-in-Council,  to  borrow  moncT  for  these  purposes.  The  area 
under  the  Trust  con«isted  of  10,600  acres,  and  was  a  portion  of  tie  temporary  Common  already 
Tested  in  the  Municipal  Council.  The  Trust  was  empowered  to  lease  portions  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  three  years  or,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  for  Public  Works,  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  thirty  years,  and  to  supply  water  to  persons  outside  as  well  as  inside  the  irrigation  area. 
An  amount  of  ^1,000  was  spent  iu  *'  Preliminary  Expenses"  during  1894,  but  up  to  the  end  of 
that  year  no  portions  had  been  leased  by  the  Trust.  Advantage  has  recently  been  taken  of  a  clause 
in  the  Act,  providing  for  the  diwolution  of  the  Trust.  The  Government,  who  have  now  all  the 
powers  confrrred  by  the  Statute,  intend  to  carry  forward  the  work  contemplated  by  the  Trust,  and 
a  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  a  tender  accepted  for  the  crertion  of  a  pumping  plant  capable  cf 
supplying  water  for  the  irrigation  of  an  area  of  about  1,500  acres.  The  water  will  be  obtained 
fn>m  the  River  Murray  on  the  banks  of  which  the  pumping  plant  is  to  be  erected. 

I  Hay  Irrigation  Tnut. 

This  Trust  was  eetablished  under  Act  5^  Vic.  Ko.  25  (passed  March,  1892),  the  provisions  of 
I  which  are  practically  the  same  as  (hose  of  the  Wentworth  Irrigation  Act.  The  land  set  apart  forms 
I  part  of  the  temporary  Common,  and  comprises  199847  acres.  Any  person  (except  Asiatics)  can  select 
I  and  hold  from  5  to  40  acres.  The  land  was  only  thrown  open  in  December,  1893,  and  up  to 
I    31st  December,  1894,  62  holdings,  embracing  an  area  of  778  acres,  had  been  applied  for.    The 

principal  crops  planted  were  barley,  wheat,  and  oats.    The  total  receipts  to  the  31st  December  were 
'    £3,724,  inclusive  of  an  advance  of  £3,000  from  the  Union  Bank,  and  the  expenditure  to  the  same 

date  was  £1,447.      During  1895  an  Act  was  passed  excluding  certain  portions  of  the  town  and 

suburban  lands  of  Hay  from  the  irrigation  area. 

Balranald  Irrigation  Tmtt. 
The  provisions  of  the  Act  (56  Tic.  No.  26),  passed  June,  1893,  establishing  this  Trust,  are 
almost  identical  with  these  of  the  two  preceding  Trusts.  As  in  their  cases,  the  land  forming  this 
Trust  is  a  portion  of  the  temporary  Common.  Tne  Act  limits  the  area  any  one  person  may  lease  to 
a  maximum  of  40  and  a  minimum  of  5  acres,  and  no  person  under  18  years  of  age,  nor  a  married 
woman,  is  allowed  to  hold  a  leafe.  Up  to  the  end  of  1893,  z,ooo  acres  had  been  surveyed  into  lote 
of  5  to  40  acres,  but,  as  the  by-laws  framed  by  the  Trustees  had  not  then  received  the  sanction  of 
the  Minister,  these  lote  had  not  been  thrown  open.  During  1895,  however,  the  Minister's  approval 
was  obtained,  and  several  blocks  have  been  taken  up.  A  pumping  engine  for  supplying  water  from 
the  Biver  Murrumbidgee  has  lately  been  erectetl,  and  the  works  for  the  distribution  of  the  water 
have  been  commenced.

No.  1.— PABLIAMENT  OF  NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

Constitation  Act.— *'An  Act  to  confer  a  Constitution  on  New  South  Wales  "(Imperial  Act  18  and  10  Vic  ch.  54) 
iweiTed  the  Royal  Aswnt  on  16th  July,  1855,  and  was  amended  in  1884  (47  Via  No.  5).    The  Legislative  Council  and 
'  LffUatire  ABsembly  correspond,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  with  the  two  Houses  of  the  Imperial  Parliament. 

LegidatiTe  Conneill — No  maximum  number  of  members  of  the  Legislative  Council  is  fixed  by  the  Constitution  Act.  it 
rer  ftahfislicg  the  minimum  number  at  twent/-one.      In  December,  1895.  the  number  of  members  was  sixty-eight. 


VMf  rsodre  no  allowmnce  for  expenses,  but  are  entitled  to  a  railway  pass  for  all  New  South  Wales  railways.  Although  the 
■fpoiotiiient  is  for  life,  a  member  forfeitf  his  seat  by  absence  from  two  consecutive  Sessions  without  leave,  becoming  bank- 
n^  and  for  a  few  other  reasons,  and  can  resini  at  any  time. 

LtfialAthre  Aasembly.— The  first  Pu-fiament  under  the  Constitution  Act  met  on  22nd  May,  1856.  The  duration  of 
VMiaBieot,  unless  previously  prorogued,  was  originally  fixed  at  5  vears,  but  in  1874  an  Act  was  passed  establishing 
trisBDial  ntrliamenta.  In  September  1889,  an  Act  was  assented  to,  allowing  each  member  (not  holding  office  as  a  Minister, 
JbsakiT,  or  Chairman  of  Committees)  the  sum  of  £800  per  annum  as  a  reimbursement  for  enenses  incurred  in  the  discharge 
ec  PuOameataiy  duties    Members  also  receive  passes  available  for  all  New  South  Wales  railways.

No.  2.— CONSOLIDATION  of  the  Statute  Law. 

ComXDissionen.— The  oonsolidaticn  is  being  carried  out  by  a  Roj-al  Commission,  consisting  of  the  Chief  Justice 
(Prwidfent),  the  Judses  of  the  Supreme  and  District  Courts,  the  President  of  the  Land  Appeal  Court,  the  Chairman  of  the 
■flkropolitan  Police  Ooart  Bench,  the  Crown  Solicitor,  the  Parliamentary  Draftsman,  and  representative  members  of  both 
hnmtnttt  of  the  legml  profession,  all  of  whom  are  to  give  their  services  gratuitously.  The  Commission,  which  met  for  the  first 
tktm  in  Marchf  1894,  oas  entrusted  the  work  to  eij^ht  sub-committees,  seven  of  which  are  presided  over  by  the  Jud^^cs  of  the 
fl«|iirinfi  Coori,  wiUi  a  District  Court  Judge  as  Vice-Chairman,  while  the  President  of  the  Land  Court  presides  over  the 
wamt^rAw%^  ocMDamittee.    A  revising  committee  lias  also  been  appointed,  consisting  of  two  members  of  each  sub-committee. 

How  Consolidation  Bills  are  dealt  with.— A  draftsman  has  been  appomted  to  each  sub-committee.  Each  Bill 
If  tntprepared  by  the  draftsman  of  the  group  to  which  it  belongs,  it  is  then  checked  by  a  draftsman  of  anollier  section, 
the  KII  is  then  forwarded  to  the  sub-oommittee  of  the  group,  whence  it  is  sent  to  the  revising  committee,  thence  to  the 
Gkld  Secreiary.

Fedeiml  Defelloe.~I>uring  October,  1894,  a  Federal  Military  Conference  was  held  in  Sydney  for  the  purpose  of 
and  reportibgupon  a  scheme  of  Federal  Defence.    A  representative  from  each  colony  of  Australia  (except  Western 


imeteat.  The  points  considered  and  reported  upon  were  •'— (1)  A  (general  scheme  of  defence  which  shall  be 
sppBcihie,  CO  rederal  lines,  to  the  whole  of  the  Australian  colonies  and  Tasmania ;  (2)  the  fair  allotment  of  troops  for  Federal 
pipoifs  due  from  each  Oolony,  the  existing  Military  Forces  being  taken  as  a  basis ;  (3)  a  Federal  organization  applicable  to 
tfKsHotBieot  iweviously  mentioned ;  (4)  to  consider  the  outline  of  a  Military  Bill  which  shall  place  the  whole  of  the  Australian 
aad  Tkumanian  Military  Forces  on  a  similar  basis,  as  r^ards  military  service,  pay,  and  discipline,  such  a  Bill  to  be  adopted 
fiathvith  or  be  accepted  only  when  national  emergency  arose ;  (5)  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  a  Consulting  Militanr 
ffarineer  to  promote  the  efflcien<7  of  the  defences  of  the  colonies.  A  report  was  forwarded  to  the  Premier  of  New  South 
Vdes  npon  tlie  termination  of  Uie  proceedings. 

Jkttenet  of  King  George's  Sonnd  (Western  Australia).— New  South  Wales,  together  with  the  colonies  of  Victoria^ 
Qnffniilsnd,  and  South  Australia,  entered  into  a  contract,  11th  March,  1892,  with  the  colony  of  Western  Australia  to  contribute 
tD  Che  cost  of  the  defence  of  King  George's  Sound.  The  agreement  provides  that  one-fourth  of  the  total  expense  shall  be 
defimd  by  Western  Australia,  and  three-fourths  by  the  colonies  named,  the  proportion  to  be  paid  by  each  colony  to  be 
ciicalated  on  the  basis  of  its  population.    Western  Australia  provides  the  garrison  and  has  general  superintendence. 

Defance  of  Thnrsday  Island  (Qaeensland).~A  similar  agreement  was  made,  1st  January,  1893,  between  New  South 
Wales  and  the  colonies  of  Queensland,  Victoria,  South  Australia,  and  Western  Australia,  for  the  defence  of  Thursday  Island. 
Id  Uns  instance  the  five  colonies  named  contribute  towards  the  expense  pro  rata,  according  to  the  population  of  each.

Thermometers.— The  therroometers  are  exposed  in  a  shed  11  feet  square,  <d  which  the  sides  an  5  feet  6  ioc^ies  hiffi, 
md  endosed  to  within  18  inches  of  the  pitrand  with  open  lattice-work.  The  roof  is  conical,  rises  to  IS  feet  abore  the  i 
jhJ  i>  oorered  with  louvres  close  enough  to  keep  out  rain.  Repeated  experiments  hare  been  made  to  determl 
cbtion  between  temperature  in  this  shed  and  that  shown  by  a  swinv  thermometer,  both  night  and  daj,  with  the  result  that 
here  is  no  difference.    It  is,  therefore,  assiuned  that  the  shade  obtawed  is  a  satisfoctory  one. 

Earth  Thermometen .— The  earth  thermometers  are  respectively  11  ft,  6  ft,  8  ft  6  in.,  and  1  ft  I  In.  long.  One  foot 
i  «ach  is  demoted  to  the  scale,  and  is  above  the  surface  of  the  ground.  The  bulbs  are,  therefore,  10  ft,  &  ft,  itL  6  in.,  and 
in.  below  th«  surface  of  the  soiL  The  stems  are  placed  vertically,  and  are  7  inches  apart ;  and  a  small  cover  with  glass 
root  protecU  the  scales  from  the  weather,  and  keeps  the  sun  from  shitting  directly  on  to  the  groand  aboTe  the  bulb,  wliicli 
>  htuied  only  1  inch.    There  is  a  wooden  case,  S  inches  square,  round  the  stem  of  each  thermometer.
